Study Reveals Economic Impact 


Of Garrett County Airport 


The Maryland Aviation 
Administration recently com- 
pleted an economic impact 
study of the 37 public use air- 
ports in the state. The analysis 
focused on the economic roles 
each airport plays, and econo- 
mic impacts that each airport 
has on the communities it 
serves 

Garrett County Airport is a 
publicly owned general aviation 
airport located near McHenry 

Despite Garrett County Air- 
port’s size, the economic 
impact analysis suggests that 
the airport has “a significant 
and increasing economic 
value”’ to its local communities 
The airport and employees pay 
taxes, and visitors on arriving 
aircraft spend money in the 
local economy. The airport also 
helps to attract business, the 
survey concluded 

In total, the airport is esti- 
mated to create: $500,000 in 
local annual economic activity; 
$154,000 in wages annually for 
area residents; and, approxi- 
mately eight area jobs. 

Garrett County Airport is 
used by visitors conducting 
business in the area, and by 
tourists who visit the Deep 
Creek Lake area. The proxi- 
mity of the area to the residents 
of Baltimore, Washington, D.C.., 
and Pittsburgh makes the 
boating and skiing facilities 
attractively accessible by air, 
the survey said.

A fire of suspicious origin 
destroyed a double-wide home 
along Green Glade Road early 
Sunday morning, resulting in a 
loss of an estimated $80,000 

Volunteer fire fighters from 
Deer Park and Bittinger were 
called to the Robert L. Cunn- 
ingham residence at about 3:40 
a.m. and, upon their arrival, 
discovered the structure fully 
involved in flames.

Rugged Terrain Hinders Rescuers 


A Canton, Ohio man is listed 
in fair condition this morning 
after sustaining a spinal injury 
in the Youghiogheny River 
Saturday. Scott Woodall, 29 
reportedly dove from the 
riverside in the National Falls 
area, and struck his head on the 
river bottom. Phil Coleman, co- 
owner of Precision Rafting 
Expeditions, said Woodall was 
with a group of fellow firemen 
and paramedics from Canton, 
all customers of Precision. The 
group had stopped at one of the 
usual swimming areas for a 
break when the accident 
occurred. 

Coleman said Woodall dove 
into the ten-foot water at the 
base of the rapids and came up 
Stuggling, saying, “I hit my 
head.’’ He was obviously 
severely injured, numb from 
the waist down. According to 
Coleman, the firemen and 
paramedics had Woodall 
secured on a backboard within 
fifteen minutes of the accident, 
and removed him from the 
water. Two other rafters, one a 
physician's assistant and the 
other an emergency medical 
technician, stabilized him 
further. The victim remained 
conscious throughout the 
ordeal

Commissioners Seeking Flood Damage 


Funds For Two County Road Sites 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners this week announced 
that a letter has been sent to the 
Maryland State Soil Conserva- 
tionist Philip H. Christiansen in 
an “attempt to secure funding 
and other assistance to repair 
flood damage to Spring Lick 
and Buffalo Run Roads” which, 
they say, ‘‘continues to present 
a threat to life and property in 
these areas." 

Commissioner Elwood L. 
Groves II explained that recent 
heavy rains has caused con- 
siderable damage to sections of 
those two roads and the “‘ongo- 
ing problem has intitiated a 
closer examination of those 

areas and possible resources 
for funding t or 
replacement of portions af those 
roads 

In the case of Spring Lick 
Road, which is located in the 
Swanton area and runs from Rt. 
49 to Savage River Road, 
Groves stated, “The road is 
built into a shelf on a very steep 
grade, with a drop-off of ap 
proximately 100 to 150 feet into 
a creek for quite a distance. The 
creek keeps eroding the toe of 
the hill and slippage occurs." 

The board recently met with 
Catherine P. Stevenson, 
Maryland State Water 
Resources Administration, who 
told commissioners that an 
Emergency Watershed Protec- 
tion program exists and that 
funding through that program 
may become available. The 
commissioners’ letter to the 
Soil Conservation Service was 
written in an attempt to pursue 
that funding program. 

The board is presently con- 
sidering whether relocating or 
replacing portions of the roads 
would be the better solution but 
will wait to see what funding is 
available, if any, for the pro 
jects 

Commissioner Ernest J 
Gregg Jr. stated that, depen- 
ding on the magnitude of the 
projects, the county still might 
not be able to afford even a 20 
percent share of the cost

Precision Rafting, Roger Zbel, 
who notified emergency person- 
nel. The Friendsville Volunteer 
Fire Department and the 
Northern Rescue Squad 
responded to the call, but were 
unable to reach the accident 
site quickly, as the rafting 
group was in rugged terrain 
The Ohio firemen, Coleman, 
and other rafters then carried 
Woodall on the backboard for 
two and one half miles 
upstream, along a narrow trail. 
Lifeflight helicopter, based in 
Pittsburgh, also responded, but 
was unable to land any closer 
than approximately three miles 
from the accident site. 
(Medevac had initially been 
summoned by the Allegheny 
County Civil Defense, but was 
diverted en route to respond to a 
traffic accident. ) 


The Northern Rescue 
personne! met the rafting crew, 
carrying Woodall, on the trail, 
and were able to load the victim 
into the back of a truck. They 
secured him there, and drove 
slowly for another half mile to 
the waiting Lifeflight aircraft. 
Then, three hours from the time 
of injury, Woodall was trans- 
ported to the Ruby Memorial 
Hospital in Morgantown. 

Coleman reported that the 
physicians at Ruby Memorial 
commended the entire reecne 
personne! on their efforts, but 
that the damage was done to 
Woodall’s spine at the moment 
of impact. 


“It was a freak accident,” 
Coleman said. “We've been 
swimming at that area for 10 
years, and nothing like this has 
ever happened."’ He added that 
the Precision Rafting Company 
“certainly wouldn't let people 
swim there if we thought it was 
dangerous.’ 

Coleman and Zbel, who stated 
that this is the first serious 
accident in the company’s 
history, have been inspecting 
the National Falls area since 
the mishap, in attempts to dis- 
cover exactly what caused it 


Rabies Cases Now Total 27: 


Health Dept. Issues Warnings 


The Garrett County Health 
Department this week announc- 
ed the confirmation of two more 
rabies cases in the county, br- 
inging the total thus far (since 
January) to 27. The highest 
number of rabies cases ever 
recorded in the county was 24 in 
1964. 

Health Department 
Sanitarian Tina Buckel 
reported that the two most re- 
cent cases involved rabid rac- 
coons, one at the Wayne Green 
residence on Rt. 295 near Dung 
Hill Road and the other at the 
Chad Brown residence on Pig's 
Ear Road. 

In each case, the rabid 
anima! came into contact with a 
currently vaccinated dog, each 
of which has been re-vaccinated 
and is being watched for a 
period of 90 days. 

fhe Garrett County Environ- 
mental Health Department has 
issued the following safequards 
to protect residents from 
exposure to rabies which, 
officials state, has now reached 
record proportions in the 
county. 

Make sure ALL household 
and farm dogs and cats have 
up-to-date rabies vaccinations 
These shots should be given as 
soon as the pet reaches three 
months of age.

While we do not take much stock in the words of 
modern-day prophets and fortune tellers, the track 
records of a few are truly uncanny. Nostradamus, a 
fresh astrologer and physician who lived in the 
1500s, accurately predicted the rise of Hitler in the 
20th century. There is even some reference in his 
book, Centuries, to the assassination of President 
Kennedy. The same book also speaks of a man in the 
1990s, who wears a green turban and who will 
attempt to conquer the world 

We don't know what Hussein's favorite color is 
and we do not believe one should not take drastic 
actions based just on predictions.

these impacts, airport-related 
expenditures made by the re- 
gional residents and firms are 
included. For example The 
Buffalo Coal Company uses the 
airport extensively in connec- 
tion with its coal mining opera- 
tions 

The “direct” and ‘‘indirect”’ 
impacts represent increases in 
final demand for goods and ser- 
vices in the Garrett County 
area. Such increases, however, 
do not represent the total econo- 
mic impact attributable to the 
airport. Rather, there is a 
‘multiplier’ effect, which is 
produced by the circulation of 
the money through the regional 
economy. This multiplier effect 
was determined using the U.S 
Department of Commerce 
“Regional Input-Output Model- 
ing System 

This study found that the Gar- 
rett County Airport does more 
than merely provide air carrier 
and general aviation services. 
By supporting the regional 
tourist industry and the local 
businesses, the airport 
generates economic activity, 
earnings and jobs 

The study concludes that all 
airports, even the smallest 
general aviation airports, are 
valuable to local economies

Since the cat owner is 
not always aware of the ex- 
posure, appropriate control 
measures are not taken and the 
animals go on to develop the 
disease, say health officials 
Human exposure often occurs 
when a cat becomes rabid and 
expensive treatment is often 
necessary to prevent the 
occurence of the disease in 
those individuals

A melon picked before it fully matures does not 
ripen properly, it is also not as flavorful because the 
sugar content hasn’t completely developed. A mature 
melon has a smooth, shallow basin at the stem end. If 


part of the stem remains or the stem scar is jaggedor | 





torn, the melon is probably not mature. 

If you plan to use the melon within a day or two, 
select a fully ripe one. Buy a slightly underripe melon 
if you're not going to use it for a few days. The best 
guidelines are smell and touch. Ripe cantaloupe and 
honeydew melons have faint fragrant aromas, and 
the blossom ends are slightly soft. 

Watermelon and honeydew have smooth, velvety 
surfaces that are slightly dull. When buying cut 
pieces, be sure they are from a ripe melon, because 
the melon will not ripen once it’s cut. 

Cantaloupe, generally available year-round, is 
sweetest and most fragrant during June, July, and 
August. As you pick through the cantaloupe display, 
look for a melon with an oval-shaped, gray-brown or 
taupe rind with lighter taupe netting. 

The netting (the veinlike network of lines running 
randomly across the rind) should be thick, coarse, 
and well raised. The smooth, rounded depression, or 
stem scar, has a light yellow tint. When it is cut, the 
flesh, or meat, of the cantaloupe is salmon colored. 

Named for its refreshing taste and color, the 
honeydew is abundant June through October. This 
large, bluntly oval-shaped melon in generally smooth 
with occasional traces of surface netting. Select a 
honeydew that has a firm rind ranging in color from 
creamy white to creamy yellow. A stark-white rind 
tinged with green indicates an unripe honeydew. 

Watermelon is available May through September 
with peak supplies in June, July, and August. It is 
difficult to select a ripe whole watermelon. Round or 
oblong, a whole watermelon should be firm and 
symmetrically shaped, depending on the variety, the 
rind colors may vary from dark green to pale green, 
or they may be dark or light-green striped. 

A yellowish underside where the melon touched 
the ground is a good sign of ripeness, although it may 
not always be totally reliable. If you are uncertain 
that the watermelon you have selected is ripe, ask the 
produce manager to cut it in half so that you can see 
the inside. A ripe, cut watermelon has firm, juicy, 
bright red flesh, free from white streaks. Pale 
colored flesh, white streaks, and whitish seeds are 
signs of immaturity; dry, mealy flesh or watery, 
stringy flesh indicates that the melon is overripe. 


bonus is that they are low in calories yet surprisingly 
nutritious. 


STORING MELONS 

Fresh melons can be damaged by improper 
handling and storage, especially improper 
refrigeration. For your family to enjoy maximum 
flavor, serve melons within a few days after ripening. 
If the melons are firm when purchased, give your 
kitchen an attractive, homey feeling by storing them 
| at room temperature in bowls or baskets on the table 
| or counter. 

After one or two days, the blossom ends will yield 
to gentle thumb pressure and the ripe melons should 
be placed in the refrigerator. Ripe cantaloups and 

honeydew will keep two or three days in the 
| refrigerator; uncut watermelon keeps about one 
| week, while cut watermelon keeps up to two days.

Place one slice prosciutto on each slice of cheese, 
roll tightly, jellyroll fashion. Chill 1 hour. Cut into 
%e-inch slices, using a sharp knife. Cut honeydew 
melons in half, and remove seeds. Carefully scoop out 
melon balls, leaving a 1-inch-thick shell. Scallop 
edges of melon shells, if desired. Set melon balls 
aside. Cut cucumber in half lengthwise. Scoop out 
seeds with spoon. Cut into 44-inch slices. Set aside. 
Combine cheese pinwheels, melon balls, cucumber, 
and pineapple in a large bowl. Line melon shells with 
lettuce leaves. Spoon salad over lettuce. Serve salad 
with Dill Dressing. Yield: 4 servings.

‘Hiroshima’ shows struggle to survive 


Actors believe 
in film’s message 
By Mary Ann Townsend 

There is but one message in 
the two-hour NBC movie 
Hiroshima: Out Of The 
Ashes—destruction of that 
magnitude must never hap- 
pen again 

The drama airs Monday 
Aug. 6, the 45th anniversary 
of the day the United States 
dropped an atomic bomb 
equivalent to 12.5 kilatons 
of TNT on the city of 
Hiroshima, Japan 

The film does not speak 
out either for or against 
America’s use of the atomic 
bomb to end World War II, 
nor does it give hero stories 
It simply follows the day- 
to-day lives of several people 
before the bomb, and their 
Struggles to survive amid the 
chaos afterward. The drama 
follows the events that occur 
to a German Jesuit priest 
living in Hiroshima (Max 
von Sydow), two U.S. air- 
men who were shot down 
and imprisoned (Judd Nel- 
son and Ben Wright), and 
several Japanese citizens 
(Kim Miyori, Pat Morita 
Mako, Tamlyn Tomita and 
John Fujioka) 

Several sources were used 
for the story, including the 
diary of a doctor who was in 
Hiroshima, as well as a book 
based on interviews with 
hundreds of survivors 

Hiroshima: Out Of The 
Ashes does not look at the 
city today, but rather shows 
the survivors discarding 
their prejudices to overcome 
the devastation 

“I think that the expression 
“Out Of The Ashes’ has less 
to do with 40 years later, 
what happened to these 
people, than it has to do with 
the triumph of the human 
spirit, the sense that in the 
midst of this very immediate 
hell, that we realize that 
there are no real different 
races, that we are all part of 
the same race, the human 
race.” said Nelson 

Father Siemes, played by 
Max von Sydow, is one of 
many characters who have a 
change of heart. At first only 
concerned with his Catholic 
parishoners, he, too, changes 
his priorities 

“You see he is a man who

has been brought up accord 
ing to the rules and lived 
according to the book, he has 
been told that this 1s the way 
the world is and this ts the 
way it should be. But sud 
denly this happens and he 
realizes that there is another 
kind of reality which he has 
to adjust to,” von Sydow said 
of his role. “He has to go be 
a human being and he has to 
help whoever is there, who- 
ever needs his help, whether 


it’s a Catholic or, say from 
his point of view, a heathen 
It doesn’t matter It's a 
suffering human being and 
he has to help them.” 

For actress Kim Miyori 
Participating in the film was 
a personal statement that 
this should never happen 
again. Born and raised in 
America, but from Japanese 
descent, she felt strongly 
about the film's message 

“I felt it was really impor 


tant that | be involved in it, 
regardiess of what the 
apacity was. | think it's 
important for us to heal old 
wounds. | think this is 
something that we have been 
heretofore unable to really 
look at, or unwilling to take 
a look at. And | think until 
we are able to do that, we will 
never really be able to heal 
those wounds from the 
past.”

‘Law enforcement agencies 
across the country are anxious 
to train their own people to 
recognize the drug impaired 
driver,’’ stated Lieutenant 
Colonel Larry N. Thompson, 
chairman of the [ACP Advisory 
Committee on Highway Safety 
Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service broad- 
cast, Thompson said an alarm 
ing number of arrests for DWI 
or DUI involve more than one 
drug 

“In Los Angeles, studies have 
indicated approximately 30 per 
cent of all the people arrested 
for driving under the influence 
of alcohol are also under the in 
fluence of some other drug as 
well,’ added Thompson. *‘Drug 
Recognition Technicians will be 
able to determine that an 
individual is under the influence 
of a drug.

THERE ARE ABOUT 14 KINDS OF SNAKES IN GARRETT COUNTY, with only two of those 14 
poisonous, the copperhead and the rattiesnake. The northern ring-neck snake and the garter snake, 
pictured above left and right, are two of the more beneficial snakes. Completely harmiess, the snakes 
eat common pests such as siugs and mice. The milk snake, pictured below left, is a harmiess snake 
which is often confused with the copperhead. The milk snake has wide markings on its body and the 
head is not much larger than the body. The copperhead’s pattern is narrow on the back and wide on 
the side and the head is much larger than the body. Copperheads are not very common in Garrett 
County because of the high elevation. They can be found on the banks of the Savage and

Water snakes are common in 
this area, but should not be con 
fused with the venomous water 
moccasin, which is also called a 
cottonmouth. The water moc- 
casin is only found in the 
southeastern United States and 
the northernmost edges of its 


territory are in southern 
Virginia 

Snakes will use rocks to 
thermo-regulate their 
temperature. Once the rock 


gets too hot for comfort, the 
snake will move on to a cooler 
area. Snakes are generally con- 
centrated in the very rocky 
areas 

If a family does not wish to 
have snakes around their home, 
all debris, including rock or 
wood piles, should be cleared 
away and grass should be kept 
short 

Snakes are very secretive and 
will always try to get out of the 
Snake bites are therefore 
rare occurrences and usually a 
snake will only bite if it feels 
threatened or cornered, or has 
been stepped on 

If a person is bit by a snake, 
and it is felt that the snake was 
poisonous, Thompson strongly 
suggests that if possible, the 
snake should be caught, and if 


way 


necessary, killed. The person 
should be taken to the hospital 
and the snake should also be 
taken so that positive identifica- 
tion can be made on it 
Thompson suggests this, as 
going through the treatments 
for snake bite are not pleasant 
The Maryland Heritage Pro- 
gram's main charge is unique 
ecological areas and en- 
dangered species. The program 
looks out for wildlife that is not 
traditionally looked out for, 
such as the non-game wildlife 

“We are concerned about 
maintaining a variety of life, 
both plant and animal. Plant 
and animal life is a good indica- 
tion of the quality of the en- 
vironment. When our environ- 
ment can support a variety of 
life, this is a good indicator of 
how the environment affects 
humans,’ Thompson explained, 

Reptiles are in the middle of 
the food chain. No reptile eats 
plants, but depending on the 
size of the reptile, its food will 
range from bugs to rats. Birds, 
skunks, raccoons and hawks eat 
snakes and other reptiles. 

For more information on 
snakes and other reptiles, 
Thompson recommended two 
books: “Amphibians and Rep- 
tiles in West Virginia,’’ by N 
Bayard Green and Thomas K 
Pauley; and ‘The Peterson 
Field Guide to Reptiles and Am- 
phibians of Eastern and Central 
North America.”

Blossom-End Rot of Tomatoes 
I have been receiving reports of growers having blossom-end 
rot on their tomatoes. This problem results from a localized 
calcium deficiency in the developing fruit and fluctuating soil 
moisture. Calcium is required in relatively large amounts of 
developing fruits. Research has shown that plants grown too 
vigorously with excessive amounts of nitrogen are prone to this 
problem because excessive nitrogen reduces calcium uptake 
Under these conditons water stress early in the fruiting stage will 
trigger blossom-end rot to occur. The remedy is to lime the soil 
according to soil test recommendations, and avoid excessive 
fertilization, especially with fertilizers containing nitrogen. By 
mid-August blossom-end rot should subside as the tomato growth 
rate slows 
Sheep Worms 
The damp season has caused an unusually high amount of 
internal worms in sheep so far this year in Garrett County, result- 
ing in deaths and anemic animals. An added treatment of Trami- 
sol, Ivomec, Levasole, or other wormer would be a good invest- 
ment, or consult your veterinarian for information and treat- 
ment. Listed below is more detailed information on a parasite 
control program 
Internal Parasite Control 
July, August, and September tend to be the worst months for 
internal parasites in sheep. Therefore, it's critical that producers 
pay close attention to control methods during late summer and 
early fall 
1. An effective internal parasite control program should not 
rely solely on the use of anthelmintics. Using anthelmintics as the 
only method of control often results in increased incidence of 
internal parasite resistance. Whenever possible, sheep should be 
placed on “clean’’ pastures to slow down reinfection. Some 
examples of clean pastures are: 1) fields that have been without 
sheep for more than a year, 2) fields that were cut for hay since 
sheep last grazed there, and 3) fields grazed by cattle before 
sheep are allowed to graze. By strategically using clean pastures 
in combination with anthelmintics, more time can be allowed 
between treatments. Treatments should be timed so that they 
occur just prior to sheep going onto clean pastures. Unfortu- 
nately, there is no cookbook recipe for the number of times to 
deworm sheep when used in combination with clean pastures 
And, it should be stressed that clean pastures do not prevent 
reinfection but do help in cutting down the rate of reinfection 
2. If anthelmintic treatments are not being administered in 
combination with the use of clean pastures, lambs grazing 
summer and fall pastures should be dewormed a minimum of 
once every three weeks. Treatments should continue through late 
October. If lambs go into drylot for finishing on grain, treatments 
can be discontinued 
3. Traditional pasture rotation programs are not effective in 
reducing internal parasite larvae levels on pasture Larvae may 
survive on pastures for up to a year. Rotating sheep through 
pastures every two to three weeks is good pasture management 
and should help improve lamb performance, but it is only 
marginally effective with internal parasite control 
4. Underdosing of anthelmintics results in accelerated resist- 
ance levels of internal parasites. Sheep producers should know 
the weight of the animals being treated. If it is not possible to get a 
weight, it is better to be on the high end of the dose rather than not 
give enough. Anthelmintics approved for use in sheep have wide 
margins of safety 
5. Anthelmintics should be rotated on a yearly basis but not 
rotated within a year. By using a different product each time 
sheep are treated, internal parasites are given the opportunity to 
develop resistance against multiple products at a time There- 
fore, it is recommended that anthelmintics from different 
phemical families be rotated on an annual basis. Changing 
products does not necessarily mean changing chemical families 
For example, Tramisol and Levasole have different product 
thames but are made of the same chernical. On the other hand, 
Ivomec comes from a different chemical family than Tramisol or 
‘Levasole. For example, Tramisol or Levasole could be rotated on

Island Creek Coal Company, 
the parent company of Alpine 
and Dobbin mines near Bayard, 
has signed a three and 

one-half year contract with New 
England Power Company 
NEPCO) which represents 
both the largest tonnage and the 
longest term coal supply that 
NEPCO has contracted in 
almost 10 years 

Under the contract, Island 
Creek will supply NEPCO with 
a minimum of 900,000 tons per 
year, and a maximum of 
1.2-million tons per year over 
the three-year, six-month 
period. The coal, which will 
most likely come from nearby 
Dobbin mine, will be shipped 
from Island Creek's Alpine 
mine 

According to Jim Hoch, 
NEPOCO's tuels manager, the 
contract fits that company’s 
overall strategy of committing 
to a certain amount of assured 
supply through contracts while 
leaving its options open on the 
spot market 

NEPCO has burned the 
Alpine mine coal for about three 
years at other plants, and more 
recently tested it in a 100 
percent burn at the utility's 
Salem Harbor power plant

‘‘We've used it pretty 
sparsely there (at Salem 
Harbor) in the past,’’ Hoch 


said, but he noted that the 
recent testing “suggests that 
this coal can now be considered 
an adequate supply source at 
Salem Harbor.”’

Social Services Reports Increase 


In Collections Of Child Support 


The Child Support Enforce- 
ment Unit of the Garrett County 
Department of Social Services 
has announced that total child 
support collections in the 
county fiscal year 1990 rose to 
an all-time high of $627,259. This 
was an increase of 19% over 
F Y-89, the fifth highest increase 
among the 23 counties in Mary- 
land. 

Robert Shaffer, director of 
the local Social Services office 
credits the increased col- 
lections to ‘‘an energetic staff” 
and a number of changes that 
have occurred in recent years 
regarding child support en- 
forcement regulations and pro- 
cesses. 

In the past year, the Child 
Support Enforcement Unit was 
reorganized and consolidated 
totally within the department of 
Social Services, Shaffer ex- 
plained. This enables the 
department to handle all 
aspects of the child support 
enforcement process, including 
all of the legal actions that may 
be required. The supervisor of 
the Child Support Enforcement 
Unit is Mrs. Hilda Rowan, who 
has worked at the local Social 
Services office since 1968 

The total collections of 
$627 259 consist of $220,077 from 
absent parents of public 
assistance families, and 
$407,182 from non-public 
assistance parents. Most of the 
collections for public assistance 
families are retained by the 
State of Maryland to help offset 
the amount of welfare (AFDC) 
payments to those families. A 
small amount, up to $50 per 
month, goes to the AFDC family 
in the form of a ‘‘bonus”’ check 

Shaffer stated that in recent 
years the amount of child 
support collected for non-wel- 
fare families in Garrett County 
has risen steadily, as the public 
becomes more aware of the 
services available at the local 


department. Any parent who is 
having difficulty in obtaining 
child support from an absent 
spouse may engage the services 
of the department by paying a 
one-time-only flat fee of $20. For 
this fee a variety of services are 
available, including location of 
the absent parent, blood testing 
to establish paternity, filing of 
court petitions, and collection of 
the monthly support that is 
ordered by thé court. The full 
amount of the support collected 
for non-public assistance cases 
is forwarded directly to the 
families each month

Okay. I admit it. I went to this play with a bad attitude. “Our 
Town,” I thought, is such an old standby; it has been done so 
many times. There's no way this production can offer anything 
new 

Not so. Under the direction of Jane B. Avery, the Garrett 
Lakes Arts Festival's production of Thornton Wilder's classic is 
filled with a homey atmosphere and a small town charm that 
athe life into it and makes for a truly enjoyable evening 
at Garrett Community College 

Our Town" is a deeply philosophical play about the passage 
f time and man’s inability to notice all that life has to offer, and 
in this production, the audience is made to feel part of the town 
population through Avery's use of frequent traffic in the aisles 
and open invitations to sing along with hymns and to stand during 
the wedding 

The “stage manager,’ who serves as the narrator and 
central character of the play (not to mention creating all the 
sound effects ranging from a train whistle to various farm 
animals), is played in a relaxed and comfortable manner by 
Robert S. Kleinedler. The character's relationship with the 
fudience & that of friend and neighbor, and Kleinedler has an 
easy way about him that fits perfectly 

Also played excellently is the role of Emily Webb, the school- 
girl who grows up before our eyes, performed by Jennifer 
Caramella. Caramella gives a touching, believable portrayal of a 
girl who is forced to deal with life’s harshest realities 

Richard Hill also does a fine job as Emily's father, Mr. Webb 
Not only is his role played with exquisite subtlety, but Hill was the 
only cast member I noticed who attempted (succesfully) a New 
England accent 

Other notable performances are Mrs. Webb by Cindy Wynne, 
Dr. and Mrs. Gibbs by Sam Sanders and Theda Sanders, respec- 
tively, and the Gibbs’ son, George, the young man who serves as 
Emily's suitor 

The set, a sparse but inventive creation by Ben Sincell, 
features an authentic, working pump organ which is used 
throughout the play for such things as choir practice and the 
church service. Otherwise, the set is uncannily useful: as the two 
or three main pieces are moved about, the setting changes from a 
family home to a church to a soda shop and back again. The ef- 
ficiency of this set underscores the simplicity of the town and its 
people 

Another interesting effect created by Avery is the spooky 
sound of deceased people's voices at the cemetery 

The only serious trouble last night occurred at the beginning 
of the third and final act, when some expository dialogue was 
missed due to the actors’ failure to speak up and the sound effect's 
failure to be turned down 

Overall, “Our Town” provided an enjoyable evening for the 
large crowd that attended the play's opening. Good show, folks!

Ruth Christine Enlow, the only child of Ephraim and Harriet 
Enlow, was born in San Francisco on April 11, 1897. After her

University of California, and she received a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in English with the Class of 1919. A librarian with the San 
Francisco Public Library for many years, she became Librarian 
in charge of the Richmond Library, the largest in the city. As 
Charles E. Hoye wrote after her death on February 7, 1936, Ruth 
Enlow was a beautiful flower, struck down by an untimely frost. 
The brightest memorial to this gentle and talented woman is the 
library that bears her name 

There has been a library in Oakland since 1915, started by the 
Oakland Civic Club. The Garrett County Free Library was 
supported by public and private money for many years 

The need for better libraries in the State was recognized by the 
Maryland General Assembly, and in 1945, funding was provided 
for county libraries. The Garrett County Commissioners ap- 
propriated $4,000 for a county library system in 1946, and the 
Governor appointed a Board of Library Trustees, headed by 
Franklin E. Rathbun. In July 1946, the Board of Trustees assumed 
operation of the Garrett County Free Library, then located in the 
old Garrett National Bank Building 

In the Summer of 1946, E.E. Enlow, then in his eighty-seventh 
year, offered to contribute $10,000 to help establish a new library. 
This generous gift, later increased to $35,000, assured the con- 
struction of The Ruth Enlow Library 

Others soon joined in giving to the new library. D. Cal Crim, 
former Chief of Police in Cincinnati, gave $3,000 after learning of 
E.E. Enlow’s gift. Another $1,000 was given by Charles E. Hoye, 
and the Oakland-Mountain Lake Park Lions Club raised more 
than $7,500 in a fund drive 

Work was begun immediately to select a site and choose an 
architect. Construction began in April 1950, and the Ruth Enlow 
Library of Garrett County was dedicated on December 11, 1950. 
Edith Brock cut a ribbon at the entrance of the building, opening 
the library to the public 

The first branch of the Ruth Enlow Library opened in Grants- 
ville in 1959, followed by branches in Accident, Friendsville, Kitz- 
miller, and Finzel. A large addition to The Ruth Enlow Library in 
Oakland was completed in 1969 

Bookmobile service begun by the Garrett County Free Library 
covers all of Garrett County, bringing books to those who cannot 
easily visit a library 

The story of The Ruth Enlow Library is more than just a tale of 
buildings and books. It is a story of many people and organi- 
zations who have given freely of their time and money over the 
years, and of a courteous and efficient staff 

From small beginnings, The Ruth Enlow Library has grown 
until it is one of the finest county libraries in the State of Mary- 
land. The Ruth Enlow Library is, as E.E. Enlow hoped it would 
be, ‘‘a place to which you may often repair for a peaceful and 
profitable hour.”

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Rise In June 


Seasonal conditions such as 
students and summer workers 
entering the labor force caused 
the state’s estimated un- 
employment rate to rise from 
3.2 percent in May to 4.0 percent 
in June 1990, according to statis- 
tics released by the Maryland 
Department of Economic and 
Employment Development 
(DEED) 

The increase in Maryland's 
jobless rate followed the 
national estimate, which rose 
from 5.1 percent in May to 5.3 
percent in June. The state's 
rate for June is the same as in 
June 1989 

In Garrett County, the rate 
also increased from 6.0 percent 
in May to 7.8 percent in June. 
The June 1989 jobless rate was 
7.3 percent 

From May to June, state 
employment declined by 8,200 
people and unemployment in- 
creased by 18,600 workers. The 
state's labor force rose to 
2,551,171 workers during June 

J. Randall Evans, secretary 
of DEED, said, ‘We are 
catching up with the national 
employment trends. Unemploy- 
ment was unusually low and 
employment unusually high in 
the state during the first five 
months of this year." 

There were seasonal employ- 
ment gains in construction, 
eating and drinking places, 
hotels, amusements and agri- 
cultural services. There was 
also additional hiring in food 
stores and in health, business 
and legal services 

The estimated jobless rate 
rose from 3.5 percent in May to 
4.3 percent in June in the Balti- 
more metropolitan area. Balti- 
more City’s rate climbed from 
5.6 percent to 6.7 percent. Un- 
employment rose in the 
remaining counties of the area 
due to layoffs in manufacturing, 
education and educational 
services 

In the D.C. suburbs of Mary- 
land, unemployment rose from 
2.4 percent in May to 3.1 percent 
in June. In Prince George's 
County, the increase raised the 
umemployment rate to 3.7 
percent, up from May's 2.9 
percent 

Western Maryland's 
unemployment rate reached 6.6 
percent compared to 5.0 percent 
the previous month. Labor 
force expansion caused more 
joblessness in Garrett County, 
while temporary layoffs in 
Allegany and Washington 
counties push up unemploy- 
ment rates 

Garrett County's labor force 
rose from 13,440 in May to 13,685 
in June. There were 803 persons 
without jobs in May, compared 
to 1,062 in June 


following 


The only region in Maryland 
to show increased employment 
over the period was the balance 
of state. In Somerset County, 
seafood harvesting and agri- 
cultural activity helped to ease 
unemployment to a level of 9.7 
percent, down from May's 10 
percent. In Worcester County, 
Tourism-related industries 
continued to generate jobs. 

Locally, unemployment rates 
during June ranged from 2? 
percent in Howard County to 9.7 
percent in Somerset County

digestive tracts, the air, soil 
and water. They mulitiply 
rapidly when conditions are 
favorable causing serious food 
poisoning (as the previous 
article explained, botulism is a 
serious exception). It is our job 
to avoid and prevent those 
“favorable conditions.” 

Staph (staphylococcus 
aureus) infection is spread by 
food handlers. It is on the skin, 
sores, throat infection. At warm 
temperatures, it produces a 
poison causing vomiting and 
diarrhea two to eight hours 
after eating. It lasts one to two 
days. 

Salmonella may be in 
infected meat, poultry, eggs 
and fish that is eaten raw or 
undercooked. Recontamination 
is possible when cooked food 
comes in contact with contam- 
inated utensils, food or an 
infected person. In 12-36 hours, 
you could have diarrhea, fever 
and vomiting, lasting 2-7 days 

Clostridium perfringens 
grows rapidly in large portions 
of food that are cooling slowly, 
heating too slowly and kept at 
temperatures between 40 
degrees F. and 140 degrees F 
Most foods are susceptible 
Within 8-24 hours diarrhea and 
gas pain set in. It will end in less 
than a day, but older people and 
ulcer patients can be badly 
affected. 

Campylobacter jejuni is 
found in untreated water on 
outings or in raw or under- 
cooked meat, poultry or shell- 
fish. If your pet is infected, he 
can spread it to the whole 
family. Symptoms appearing in 
25 days are (possibly bloody) 
diarrhea, stomach cramps, 
fever and headache and lasts 
2-7 days. 

Prevention of the above in- 
fections is often self-evident 
The following is a summary of 
safe food handling tips that 
should always be observed. If 
they become a habit, the 
occasions of unexplained 
diarrhea, vomiting and ‘“‘flu- 
like symptoms" will rarely 
happen 

Cooking does not destroy 
staph poison. So wash hands 
and utensils before preparing 
food. Do not leave food out over 
two hours. Keep raw food 
away from cooked food. Do not 
use one utensil for both 
Thoroughly cook meat, poultry 
and fish. Keep hot foods over 
140 degrees F. and cold foods 
under 40 degrees F. Divide bulk 
foods for faster cooling and 
heating. Don’t drink untreated 
water or unpasteurized milk 

Suspect foods are meat, 
poultry, and salads with meat, 
cheese and egg products. Also 
potato, macaroni, pasta and 
tuna salads, custards and 
cream-filled desserts 

Be cautious of any off flavor, 
color, consistency (also in 
canned goods). Be alert to food 
handlers practicing good

closed during construction. He 
noted that there are ‘adequate 
detour routes available around 
the lake" to handle the Glendale 
traffic 

When Montgomery was ques- 
tioned about the existing pier’s 
structural soundness, he ex- 
that the state “pro 
grams’ bridge substructures to 
last for 100 years and their 
superstructures to last 70 years 
He noted that the Casselman 
Bridge is a good example of “‘a 
very old bridge,”’ (170 years 
old) which is still in excellent 
condition and which could 
withstand heavy traffic 

Recent testing of the Glendale 
Bridge pier, he said, has in- 
dicated ‘'a safe and sound struc- 
ture’’ that should last another 
60-45 years after rehabilitation 
He also noted, ‘I have to add 
that in 65 years, I'm not sure 
we'll all be driving 
automobiles.” 

Ed King, who served in an 
engineering capacity for 24 
years with the American Bridge 
division of U.S. Steel and four 
years with U.S. Steel Corpora- 
tion, told The Republican this 
morning that while he agreed 
the pier would last an approx- 
imate 65 years, the superstruc- 
ture of the bridge is one which is 
designed to last four to five hun- 
dred years and he, therefore, 
did not understand the logic of 
building it over such a short- 
lived substructure 

Montgomery also stated that 
while the present bridge align- 
ment will remain the same, new 
approach road curves would be 
used making the bridge safer 
and drivers more able to see 
from one end to the other 

Commissioner Elwood L 
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of Transportation Secretary 
Richard H. Trainer requesting

Campaigns have a way of delay- 
ing decisions. And often the state is 
better off for the reprieve. 

It should come as no surprise, 
then, that there are several matters 
of state resting comfortably in An- 
napolis until another day. That they 
are comatose is the result cither of 
citizen resenument or the fear of it, 
the dual scourges of election year 
politics. "Do It Later" is the cam 
paign antidote to "Do It Now.” 

Among the advantages of the in 
cumbency, and there are many, 1s 
the ability to set the tone as well as 
the tempo of the campaign. Manip- 
ulating issues as a way of avoiding 
controversy is another. So, too, is 


adjusting the mirrors and blowing 


blue smoke 

In politics, instant reaction means 
instant involvement. As cynical as 
it might appear, it is also not unu 
sual for a candidate (or his agents) 
to create problems so the candidate 
can appear heroic by solving them 

The Board of Public Works (Gov 
William Donald Schaefer, Comp 
troller Louis L. Goldstein, Treasur 
er Lucille Maurer) is recognized as a 
campaign forum as well as a stag 
ing arca for hot potatoes 

One issue the Board is dodging 
artfully is the uprooting of a stand 
of trees in Garrett County. For 
those who have never been there, 
Garrett Couniy is the home of Deep 
Creek Lake, one of Maryland's best 
kept secrets 

The state also owns and maintains 
about 60 percent of Garrett County 
as parkland. In the past, the state al 
lowed strip miners to rape Garrett 
County and leave the land scarred 
and bleeding pools of acid, Now, in 
the cra of heightened environmental 
awareness, the Board of Public 
Works is too timid to chop down a 
few wees. So, for the time being 
the trees are safe, at least until after 


the election. 

Another matter causing heartburn 
among the Board's members is the 
petition to post a reward for the 
sick-o who mailed the bomb that 
exploded in Judge John Corderman's 
lap 

The judicial conference adopted a 
resolution recently requesting the 
Board to offer a $50,000 reward for 
information that would lead to the 
arrest of the bomber. Goldstein be- 
came the Board's leading advocate 
for the reward. 

But the Budget department refused 
to cooperate, claiming it lacked the 
authority to release the money 
Others argued that a judge's life is 
worth no more than a state troop- 
er's. And since the Board posted 
only a $25,000 reward for the killer 
(s) of Cpl. Tom Wolfe, it should 
allocate no more in the Corderman 
Case 

Three weeks ago, Maryland's Sec- 
retary of Personnel, Hilda Ford, an 
nounced plans to begin random drug 
testing among select classifications 
of 13,000 state employees. Workers 
who tested positive would be fired 
on the spot 

Quicker than you can say urine 
sample, unions representing state 
employees and the American Civil 
Liberties Union pounced on the 
testing program as well as upon 
Schaefer. The American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
employees even threatened to chal 
lenge the program in court 

Schaefer issued an executive order 
18 months ago permitting the dis 
missal of state employees who were 
found to be using drugs. Within 
minutes after meeting with union 
officials, Schaefer backed down and 
agreed to reconsider the tough new 
policy. Surely Schaefer knew that 
Ford intended to begin enforcing the 


program. And surely he was pre 


pared to score points with state em- 
ployees by delaying it. 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation was recently given 
permission to dump sludge in the 
Kent Narrows trough, a self- 
contained site that would have pre- 
vented the spoil from spreading 
There followed the predictable pro- 
test from environmentalists and 
fisherman who claimed the sludge 
could harm marine life even though 
it was to be dumped in an underwa- 
ter ditch. 

Sure enough, after hearing the 
outcries and considering the politi- 
cal fallout, Schaefer reconsidered, 
reversed the order and told DOT of- 
ficials they would have to find 
somewhere else to dump their dirt. 
Not to hurry, mind you, maybe not 
even until after November. 

But the major item on the back 
burner is probably the report of the 
Linowes Commission. Established 
three years ago, the Commission is 
scheduled to report its recommenda- 
tions on revising the state's tax 
structure in mid-December, safely 
after the election and before the Jan- 
uary opening of the new General 
Assembly 

Legislative leaders have already 
said they will take no action on the 
Linowes proposals until they've had 
at least a year to study them. None 
theless, except for a series of hear 
ings, consideration of tax revision 
(increase) as an issue has been kept 
out of the election year debate ex 
cept for a panel discussion at the 
annual mecting in ocean City of the 
Maryland Association of Counties 

The final six weeks of a campaign 
are the most critical. It's not a ques 
tion of peaking but more a matter 
of making mistakes. To assure vic 
tory, campaign managers often jok 
ingly advise their candidates to get 
out of the country for six weeks and 
come back on the day before clec- 
uon to vote 

The most effective kind of cam 
paign is one without a candidate to 
mess it up. Next best is a campaign 
without issues or controversy. This 
season we're getting the best of 
both 

But the legend lives on. The ban 
ner hanging outside of Schacfer's 
Baltimore headquarters on Light St 
is a replica of the Maryland flag en

Background Scripture: Matthew 7 
Devotional Reading: Romans ® 
1.99 


People tell me that they are con 
fused about religion. With all the 
claims from this group and that 
group, many of them really quite 
divergent in their teachings, how 
can you know which is the “‘right 
religion’’? 

Part of the problem, | think, 
is in the concept of ‘‘the right 
religion.’* Actually, | do not be 
lieve there are any ‘‘right"’ reli 
gions. Religions are systems made 
by human beings around their faith 
experiences. Although their faith 
experiences are indicative of their 
encounter with God, the expres 
sions, formulations, and organi 
zations they devise are at least 
partly tainted with human error 
and distortion. For example, I 
am a United Methodist clergy 
man and I love my denomination 
and am reasonably comfortable 
in the way it is structured and ex 
pressed. Not for one minute, how 
ever, would I want to equate the 
United Methodist Church with 
The Church or God's Kingdom 
itseemstobe ‘right formeand 
many others, but it is not ‘‘the 
right religion."’ 

THE RIGHT RELIGION 

Not even Christianity (1 am 
using this term in the sense of 
the sum total of all the Christian 
denominations, branches and 
churches) is ‘‘the right religion 
There is much in these organi 
zations that is a distortion—and 
perhaps even the negation—of 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. These 
human-made insutuvions are bul, 


n the terms of the Apostle Paul, 
the earthen vessels in which the 
treasure of the gospel is cor 
ained. | have also found a great 
jeal of unlabled ‘‘Good News 
of Jesus Cr n some other 
religio 

So, how can you judge what is 


true and what is not? In Matthew 
Jesus s forth some guide 
lines that Christians too often 
tend to forget. First of all, he 
warns against the deceit of ap 
pearances. ‘‘Beware of false 
prophets who come to you in 
sheep's clothing but inwardly 
are ravenous wolves’’ (7:15). In 
religion, what you see is not al 
ways what you get. Prosperous, 
powerful churches are not al 
ways indicative of a faithfulness 
to the gospel of Jesus Christ. They 
may be representative of an obses 
sion with material things, respect 
ability and social mores which are 
considerably less than the gospel 
Cathedrals and temples, impres 
sive and beautiful as they are, 
may be a testimony, not to God 
but to human pride. (I am not say 
ing they are, but that they may 
be.) 
WORDS, WORDS, WORDS 
The way to tell, says Jesus in 
Matthew 7, is to look, not at ap 
pearances, but at results: ‘*You 


will know them by their fruits’’ 
? 





(7:16). What are these ‘‘fruits”’ 
For one thing, they are generally 
not words. ‘‘Not every one who 
says to me, ‘Lord, Lord,’ shall 
enter the kingdom of heaven, 
but he who does the will of my 
Father who is in heaven”’ (7:21) 
That is rather disquieting for some 
of us, for given a choice between 
words and deeds, many of us 
would pick words. But Jesus says 
that what God really wants of us 
is to do his will—not talk about 
it. ‘‘Every one who hears these 
words of mine and does them will 
be like a wise man who built his 
house upon the rock..."’ (7:24) 
What confuses so many people 
today are the oceans of words they 
hear about religion. If we focus 
on fruits instead of words, our 
task of discernment should be 
substantially simplified!

Dehydration presents a real danger in individuals with low re- 
sistance. 

If the least suspicion of botulism exists, get medical help 
immediately! This can be fatal because the botulinum toxin 
attacks the nervous system, causing double vision, trouble 
swallowing and difficult breathing and progressively paralyzes 
the respiration system. 

To guard against the deadly botulism toxin gever eat or even 
taste any foods from leaking or bulging canned goods (home or 
commercially canned). Discard all suspect foods where children 
and animals cannot get to it. If the first rapid boil foams and 
produces off-odors—do not eat the food. 

Botulism spores are widespread throughout our living 
environment, especially in the soil. This bacteria is not a 
problem, but the toxin it produces in an anaerobic (without 
oxygen) environment of low acidity is deadly if ingested. This 
very environment exists in canned foods, specially corn, peppers, 
green beans, soups, beets, asparagus, mushrooms, ripe olives, 
spinach, tuna fish, chicken, chicken liver, liver pate’. The toxin 
has also been found in luncheon meats, ham, sausage, stuffed 
eggplant, lobster and smoked and salted fish. 

Canned, high-acid foods should be boiled 10 minutes and low- 
acid food for 20 minutes to destroy any toxins that potentially may 
be present in even intact vacuum-sealed containers

Low Interest 
Mortgage Loan

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
nearly $55 million in low- 
interest mortgage loans is 
available for income-eligible 
Maryland homebuyers 

The funds are available 
through the Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development's (DHCD) Mary- 
land Mortgage Program 
(MMP). MMP is a creative 
financial public/private part- 
nership designed to help low 
and moderate income people 
buy homes. More than 25,000 
Maryland families and indivi- 
duals have already benefited 
from the program 

“T've always had faith in this 
public/private partnership,” 
Governor Schaefer said. ‘‘This 
is a perfect example of how the 
State meets the needs of its 
citizens." 

MMP is administered by the 
Community Development 
Administration, a division of 
DHCD, which recently issued 
tax-exempt revenue bonds on 
behalf of 21 Maryland counties 
and Baltimore City to finance 
the program. This arrangement 
enables local governments to 
take advantage of the state's 
excellent bond rating, share the 
cost of issuing the bonds, and 
beneiil from MMP’s centralized 
administration of the program 

Montgomery and Prince 
George's counties have not par- 
ticipated in the bond issue 
because they issue their own 
revenue bonds. 

To qualify for an MMP 
30-year, fixed-rate mortgage 
loan in most parts of the state, 
individuals can earn up to 
$30,000 a year, and families up 
to $37,500. The income limits in 
Cecil County are $33,000 for an 
individual and $41,250 for a 
family 

Two interest rates have been 
established for the program 
based on household income. For

Tax dollars for agriculture — an investment in your future 

Farmers will receive about 18.2 billion in support payments 
from their government in 1990. Other federal agriculture 
programs, such as export subsidies, agricultural research, 
Forest Service, Farmers Home Administration, conservation 
programs and inspection services, add $17 billion. Food stamps 
and other programs to help feed the poor add $23.5 billion to 
USDA's budget. 

A budget rarity, USDA’s commodity support costs have 
actually decreased over the past five years. Payments to farmers 
fell $11 billion, while Social Security and Medicare outlays soared 
$91 billion and defense costs jumped $44 billion for examples. 

What does the taxpayer get for the money paid to farmers? 
Peace of mind, economic growth, jobs and full bellies. America’s 
farmers are the world’s most productive. It is a rare American 
consumer who has seen empty shelves at the market, a common 
occurrence in other lands. We know we can go to the store and buy 
whatever food we want, whenever we want it. 


Abundant supplies at competitive prices 

And we pay less than inhibatants of other countries. U.S. 
taxpayers spend about 11 percent of their income for food at the 
supermarket. European and Japanese consumers spend between 
15 percent and 20 percent of their income for food, South 
Americans spend between 30 and 40 percent, non-Japanese 
Asians spend from 35-50 percent and people in Africa spend 
approximately 60 percent of their income on food. 

Besides being less costly, our food is safer and more 
wholesome, due in part to the quality assurance function of 
USDA, financed by taxpayer money. Our foodstuffs are also 
frequently more nutritious, thanks to innovations and 
improvements provided by government research, again funded 
by the U.S. taxpayer. 


Agriculture creates jobs 

A robust American agricultural sector benefits the entire 
economy. While less than two percent of America’s workers are 
farmers, more than 21 percent of the nation’s work force depend 
on agriculture for their paycheck. 

Export sales of U.S, farm goods are also extremely important 
to the country’s economic growth. Agricultural exports habitually 
exceed imports, making farm goods a positive contributor to our 
balance of trade. We will sell $40 billion worth of farm goods to 
foreign buyers this year, about one-fourth of our total production 
value of food, feed, fiber and flowers. Remember that every $1 
billion in export sales creates jobs for 30,000 people and you see 
the human, as well as the economic, value of increased exports. 


Food quality and availability are worth the price 

Rather than scrutinize the $8 billion in commodity support 
payments to farmers, take a look at the country’s annual trillion- 
dollar spending spree. Sure, identify ways to save in agriculture 
spending, as has been done in a major way over the past five 
years. But check every spending function. Nearly 75 percent of 
government spending is exempt from Gramm-Rudman-Hollings 
budget-balancing inquiry and resultant penalities. Agriculture is 
unprotected and bears an excessive burden when the law calls for 
across-the-board budget cuts. 

Agricultural research and plant and animal health inspection 
services are two areas that could suffer if further cuts occur. 
Scientists, for example, are on the verge of producing disease- 
resistant plants that manufacture their own insect repellents. 
Research funding cuts would stifle such advances. Inspection 
services are also crucial in providing quality, wholesome 
agricultural products to consumers. Imported diseases, such as 
hoof-and-mouth disease, or pests such as the Medfly pose 
constant threats to our livestock and our fields. Research and 
inspection funding should be increased, rather than decreased. 

Payments to farmers through the USDA budget pay 
tremendous dividends to America. Only here can citizens boast of 
abundant supplies of wholesome, nutritious food at bargain 
prices. A strong agriculture is a major contributor to a strong 
national economy and farmers are proud to be a part of this 
growth sector.

Farm Bill Passes House And Senate: 


Goes To Conference Committee 


Members of both the House 
and Senate repeatedly fought 
back attempts to make major 
changes in the direction of farm 
policy and, in the end, voted 
strongly in support of new farm 
policy they had crafted over the 
past year 

By a vote of 70-21 in the 
Senate and 327-91 in the House, 
lawmakers endorsed the basic 
direction taken by the 1985 farm 
bill. 

American Farm Bureau 
Federation (AFBF) President 
Dean Kleckner said he was 
pleased with the direction new 
farm policy was taking. “We 
are in a position now where we 
can build on the successes of the 
past.”” 

He praised both House and 
Senate members who beat back 
attempts to restrict farm pro- 
gram benefits. ‘‘The House and 
Senate wisely avoided attempts 
to re-direct farm programs by 
targeting benefits. Such a 
change in direction would have 
limited the effectiveness’’ of 
current farm programs, he 
said. 

House passage of an amend- 
ment by Rep. Edward Madigan 
(R-Tll.) was critical in ensuring 
a market-responsive farm pro- 
gram, Kleckner said. That 
amendment gives the secretary 
of agriculture discretion to 
adjust loan rates by as much as 
10 percent in addition to adjust- 
ments tied to stocks levels. 

Competitive loan rates also 
were critical to the success of 
the 1985 farm bill, Kleckner 
said. ‘‘The ability to respond to 
market conditions will remain 
critical in future years.” 

Another provision of the 
Madigan amendment gives the 
agriculture secretary more 
discretion in setting acreage 
reduction levels without adjust- 
ing target prices. 

















The move to allow farmers to 
switch up to 25 percent of their 
farm program base acres to 
alternate crops such as soy- 
veans was a ‘‘step in the right 
direction,”’ Kleckner said. ‘‘We 
favored a higher level of plant- 
ing flexibility, but we support 
Congress’ decision not to extend 
the planting options to a wider 
range of non-program com- 
modities.”’ 

Kleckner, however, 
expressed some concerns about 
provisions in the House and 
Senate bills relating to inter- 
national trade, the crop in- 
surance program and organic 
labeling standards. ‘“‘We are 
hopeful the House-Senate con- 
ference committee's resolution 
of those items will be in the best 
interest of American farmers,” 
he said. 

House members also diverted 
off course in approving, 375-45, 
a Rep. Jerry Huckaby (D-La.) 
amendment limiting total pay- 
ments to a producer at $200,000. 
In a compromise to avoid more 
severe payment limits, law- 
makers agreed to limit de 
ficiency payments to $50,000, 
marketing loan gains to $100,000 
and Findley payments at 
$100,000. Farm Bureau opposed 
Huckaby and other attempts to 
limit payments. 

House members also rejected 
an attempt by Rep. Silvio Conte 
(R-Mass.) to eliminate the so- 
called ‘‘Three-entity” rule. This 
rule allows producers to receive 
up to $50,000 as a sole proprietor 
and up to $25,000 each as a 
partner in two other farm 
business interests, for a total of 
$100,000. The vote on the Conte 
amendment was 171-250 

Both the House and Senate 
bills would freeze target prices 
for major commodities at 1990 
levels. The House bill would set 
the basic loan rates for wheat 
and feed grains at 8 percent of 
the five-year market average 
Current law bases loan rates on 
75 percent to 85 percent of the 
market average. The Senate 
bill replaces the current non-re- 
course loan with a marketing 
loan. 

Both bills create a marketing 
loan for soybeans. The House 
set the initial loan rate at $5.25 
per bushel and the Senate at 
$5.50 per bushel. 

While the Senate voted to 
phase out the honey price sup- 
port program, the only major 
diversion from current farm 
policy the senators took, a 
douse attempt to drastically re- 
duce honey loan rates was 
rejected 

In other action, House mem- 
bers approved an amendment 


by Rep. Peter DeFazio (D-Ore.) 
calling for national labeling 
standards for organic foods; re- 
jected an attempt to prescribe 
veal calf husbandry practices; 
rejected gan attempt to reduce 
the sugar loan rate by two 
cents; and rejected an attempt 
to change the-dairy program by 
raising the purchase price. 
Although both bills follow the 
basic tack of current farm 
policy, there is the possibility 
that the budget deficit crisis 
may drive the farm bill in 
another direction once it hits 
the House-Senate conference 
table. Budget summit nego 
tiators may order conferees to

slash farm spending by 35 per 
cent 
According to a USDA budget 
specialist, both bills carry an 
estimated price tag of $54-55 bil- 
lion for commodity programs, 
which puts the bills at about the 
budget baseline of $54.4 billion 
the level of spending 
originally sought. However, 
given upward adjustments in 
the federal deficit and other 
economic trends, Congress had 
been urged to keep farm spend- 
ing about $1.5 billion below that 
budget baseline figure. 


Farm Receipts 
Hit Record High 
In Md. For ’89 


Cash receipts for Maryland's 
farmers hit a record high of 
$1.346 billion in 1989 lead by a 
booming poultry and egg 
industry which alone accounted 
for $511,643,000 

“These figures demonstrate 
conclusively that agriculture is 
still strong in Maryland,” said 
Maryland Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wayne A. Cawley, Jr 

‘I am proud of agriculture for 
its continuing contribution to 
Maryland's economy,” Cawley 
said 

The poultry and egg segment 

broilers at record $448.9 
million and eggs at a record 
$57.9 million — accounted for 38 
percent of Maryland's farm 
income for the year, according 
to figures compiled for the 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture by the Agricultural 
Statistics Service. 

The $1,346,988,000 cash 
receipts for Maryland was up 
by $123 million from 1988 and 
$207 million from 1987. In 
addition to expanded poultry 
and egg production, the major 
factor in the increase in value 
was better weather in 1989 
compared to the drought years 
of 1988 and 1987. 


Field crops led by a record 
breaking soybean value of $93.8 
million and a corn production of 
$67.7 million made up the 
second largest commodity of 
Maryland's agriculture totaling 
about $237.2 million. Wheat was 
worth $30.4 million, tobacco 
$20.7 million, hay $15.6 million 
and barley $6.7 million. 

Dairy products earned $197.8 
million for Maryland farmers in 
1989. «sp $12 million-from the 
year before. The state's 
expanding greenhouse and 
nursery business accounted for 
almost $174 million, up some- 
what from 1988. Fruit nut crops 
valued at $13.6 million held 
their own against 1988 both 
years being rough on fruit 
growers because of weather 
problems.

Board Of Ed. Discusses Bus Stop 
Appeals; School Renovation Status 


The appeals procedure for 
school bus stops and a plan to 
keep the public informed on 
Southern High School's 
renovation were two items on 
the agenda of the Garrett 
County Board of Education's 
monthly meeting, held August 
9 

The board approved revisions 
to the guidelines for school bus 


stops, implementation, and 
appeal procedures. The re- 
vision, explained by John 
Morris, Assistant 
Superintendent of 


Administration, and Michael 
Sines, Superviser of Transpor- 
tation, dealt with how persons 
will approach the board after a 
bus stop decision made by the 
superintendent has not satisfied 
the appellant 

According to the guidelines 
for school bus stops, school bus 
stop changes may be initiated 
by the bus driver, a parent, 
school administrator, law 
enforcement agency, or the 
transportation director 

The transportation director 
will approve or disapprove a 
formal! request for a change or 
an addition, and the requesting 
party will be notified of the 
decision. Appeals of the 
decision will be directed in 
writing to John Morris, who will 
review the findings of the trans- 
portation director, and report 
his decision to the requesting 
party 

If the decision of the assistant 
superintendent continues to be 
unsatisfactory to the appellant, 
the request may be directed to 
the superintendent of schools, 
and then to the Garrett County 
Board of Education. The appeal 
must be submitted ten days

Slates Hearing 
On Redistricting 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education will hold a public 
hearing on Wednesday, August 
22, 1990, at the Bloomington 
School at 7 p.m. in the 
cafetorium 

The purpose of the hearing is 
to discuss the possible redistric- 
ting of the portion of Garrett 
County which includes Aaron's 
Run Road, Westernport Road, 
and Phoenix Hill, currently 


known as the Westernport 
District 
Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 


superintendent of Garrett Coun- 
ty Schools, stated, ‘The Garrett 
County School Board will be in- 
terested in hearing from local 
residents as to their feelings 
concerning the sending of 
children from this area to the 
Bloomington School rather than 
the current practice of sending 
them to the Westernport 
Elementary School.”

County Role In Wetlands Regs.: 


Discussed By Commissioners 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners this week heard recom- 
mendations concerning county 
delegation of the controversial 
and complicated issue of non- 
tidal wetlands from their ap- 
pointed Wetlands Advisory 
Committee. Among those 
recommendations were two in- 
itiatives designed to make the 
issue more understandable and 
workable for local residents. 

In a memorandum from the 
committee to the commis- 
sioners, it was reported that the 
committee has undergone a 
review of the state legislation of 
wetlands as well as permit pro- 
cedures and ‘‘numerous agency 
responsibilities” to those pro- 
cedures and regulations. 

Regarding the possibility of 
county control of the regula- 
tions, the memoradum stated, 
“Though the committee's senti- 
ment is that the program could 
be administered more efficient- 
ly at the county level and would 
be more advantageous to the 
citizens of Garrett County, the 
committee recommends that 
the county nurture a better 
understanding of other county 
non-tidal wetlands program 
delegation through the ex- 
perience of other county delega- 
tions.” 

In addition, the committee 
sited time and money con- 
straints in the county develop- 
ing its own administration of 
the program. Therefore, the 
memorandum stated, ‘‘the 
committee recommends that 
the county not seek delegation 
of Maryland's non-tidal 
wetlands program at this 
time.” 

The committee did, however, 
issue several recommendations 
that would allow for local in- 
volvement in the program and 
provide guidance to county pro- 
perty owners. The committee 
suggested the commissioners 
pursue the establishment of a 
regional office ‘‘strictly devoted 
to non-tidal wetlands activities 
and permit administration.” 

The committee also sug- 
gested that local state 
legislators be approached to in- 
itiate an amendment to the cur- 
rent wetlands legislation that 
would permit a more flexible 
time frame for the counties to 
pursue local administration of 
the program 

It was also suggested to the 
commissioners by the commit- 
tee that a Non-Tidal Wetlands 
Delineation Service be set up 
under the auspices of the Gar- 
rett County Soil Conservation 
District to aid property owners 
in identifying wetlands and give 
those owners “an idea of the 
more favorable locations in 
which to develop their 
profierty."’ The committee cau- 
tioned that this service would be 
available only to those property 
owners interested in building 


single-family dwellings so as 
not to conflict with private con- 
sultants servicing the develop- 
ment community 

Further, the committee sug- 
gested that the board ‘'establish 
a committee to monitor state 
permit activities for the local 
community and serve in an ad- 
visory role for those citizens 
and organizations seeking infor- 
mation and assistance.”’ 

The advisory committee has 
also reminded area residents 
that activities such as construc- 
ting any type of building adja- 
cent to a stream or in a low ly- 
ing marshy area or construc- 
ting a road or bridge in wetland 
areas may require a permit. 
The committee further stated, 
“Although agricultural and 
forestry activites will not re- 
quire permits, these activities 
will be required to incorporate 
best management practices and 
sediment and erosion control 
plans respectively.” 

A review of these activities 
will be performed by the Soil 
Conservation District so that 
impact to wetlands be kept at a 
minimum. 

It was reported by Commis- 
sioner Elwood L. Groves II this 
week that no clear definition of 
non-tidal wetlands has come 
forth from either the state or 
federal level. He also noted that 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (the ad- 
ministering body for the state) 
is currently seeking authority of 
the program from the federal 
level (administered by the U.S 
Army Corps of Engineers). 

Commissioner Ernest J 
Gregg Jr. stated, ‘‘It is 
unrealistic to expect that the 
Soil Conservation District 
would be the administering 
authority because the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources is not going to give 
up that authority and because 
the work would have to be done 
at the local level but would still 
be overseen by DNR, creating 
another unnecessary level of

Set To Visit 
Oakland Aug. 24 


Someone in this country 
needs blood every seventeen 
seconds and % percent of the 
population will need a blood 
transfusion of some type at 
some point in their lives. The 
Johnstown Region needs to 
collect over 3,000 units of blood 
a week in order to meet the 
needs of residents and patients 
hospitalized in its 65 partici- 
pating hospitals. 

According to Norma Hesen, 
chairman of the Garrett County 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross, a bloodmobile is 
scheduled for Friday August 24, 
from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. at the 
Oakland National Guard 
Armory. 

People often give blood only 
after they hear about a friend or 
relative who was in an accident, 
but it’s too late then, said Ms 
Hesen. “Blood has to be on the 
shelves before an accident 
occurs, if it's not on the shelves, 
the victim may not be able to 
receive the treatment they need 
to live,” she stated. 

While it takes about 45 
minutes to an hour to go 
through the entire procedure, 
Ms. Hesen explained that giving 
blood is easy and virtually pain- 
free.

Grantsville Forest Ranger 
Owen Handwerk, along with 19 
other firefighters from 
Maryland, continue to battle the 

snowshoe fire’’ at Malheur Na- 
tional Forest in Oregon this 
week, according to Bernie 
Ziomek, Forest, Park and 
Wildlife project forester and 
public information officer 

While there were 2,000 acres 
burning out of control last week 
when the Maryland crew arriy- 
ed, there are now some 11,000 
acres burning in that area with 
no estimated date for contain- 
ment, 

There are 49 crews of 20 men 
each battling that particular 
fire. “With strong winds and 
dry lightning prevailing, the 
situation is only getting worse,”’ 
said Zlomek. 

There were 360 new fires 
reported in western states over 
a 24-hour period as of Monday 
Over 20,000 firefighters are bat- 
tling blazes in those areas. 
More than 900,000 acres are cur- 
rently burning. 

Zlomek said that there is ex- 
plosive fire behavior in nor- 
thern California and he expects 
that a second crew from 
Maryland is likely to go to 


California. 
This year, so far, there have 
been 45,000 fires that have ts August meeting, the

The task force recommended 
an aerial spraying program 
using the insect growth regu- 
lator, Dimilin, as the control 
agent. The Board of County 
Commissioners allocated 
$300,000 to the project as the 
County’s share and contracted 
with High Tech Applications of 
Elkins, West Virginia, to do the 
aerial spraying 


The program was open to any 
landowner in Garrett County 
and the resulting 798 appli- 
cations represented blocks as 
small as one acre to blocks as 
large as 2,000 acres. Many 
applications represented 
multiple landowners as many 
residents, especially those with 
small blocks, contacted ad- 
jacent property owners and 
worked to sign up whole 
neighborhoods. Six towns in the 
county also participated in the 
program. Spraying began May 
2% and ended June 25. Total 
acres sprayed by the county 
cost share program was 63,920. 

An aerial survey conducted 
soon after spraying was com- 
pleted showed a vivid contrast 
in sprayed versus unsprayed 
areas. There were many acres 
completely defoliated by this

Report; Announces Program Changes 
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year’s high population of cater- 
pillars. Although many areas 
have since leafed out again, this 
puts additional stress on the 
trees. Owners should expect 
about a 30% mortality after one 
year of defoliation, 60% after 
two consecutive years. 

The task force recognized 
that this year's successful pro- 
gram was the result of cooper- 
ation of the Garrett County Ex- 
tension Office staff, the ASCS 
Office staff, Garrett County 
Assessors Office staff, TCI for 
providing a recordkeeping pro- 
gram and computer support as 
well as the many landowners 
who worked to sign up their 
neighbors and the professional 
work done by High Tech Appli- 
cations. 

The weather in Garrett 
County is often a factor in any 
project undertaken here,” said 
Jim Simms, Garrett County Ex- 
tension Agent. “This project 
was no exception. An early 
warm spell accelerated the 
Gypsy moth hatch and in some 
areas of the county caterpillars 
hatched before the oak trees 
had developed leaves. Spraying 
these areas was especially diffi- 
cult as caterpillars devoured 
leaves as fast as they 
developed. Wind conditions also 
limited helicopter flying time. 
In spite of these problems, land- 
owner response to the program 
was positive and the task force 
has decided to follow through 
with a similar program for 
1991." 

Two changes have been made 
in the sign-up procedure to help 
facilitate the application pro- 
cess. The application period 
will begin much earlier with 
advertising beginning now in an 
effort to inform the county's 
many seasonal residents of this 
cost share opportunity. An 
earlier application period will 
also allow the aerial applicator 
more preparation time. The 
second change was moving the 
entire application process to a 
single office. Landowners 
MUST mark an aerial photo of 
their property in order to apply. 
Last year this was done at the 
ASCS office. This year maps 
will be available at the Gypsy 
Moth Task Force Office along 
with application forms so all 
paperwork can be completed in 
one place 

In deciding whether to apply 
for spraying next spring, land- 
owners should survey their 
property for new egg masses 
These are oval in shape, about 
1” in diameter, tan in color and 
contain 500-1,000 eggs. These 
can be found on tree trunks, 
under branches, fence rails, 
rocks, house eaves and any pro- 
tected place. Be sure to dis- 
tinguish this year’s newly laid 
masses from last year’s. Also 
consider egg mass populations 
and neighboring property and 
prevailing winds. Small cater- 
pillars can travel great dis- 
tances by “ballooning” on the 
wind. Landowners with large 
woodlots may wish to consult a 
professional forester regarding 
a long-term management pian 
that may include spraying and 
timer harvesting 

The sign-up period for 1991 
spraying will be September 1 
through October 27, 1990, at the 
Gypsy Moth Task Force Office, 
Room 1, Garrett County Exten- 
sion Office, 202 S. Third Street, 
Oakland, Md., phone number 
334-1983. (Please do not call the 
Extension Office for Gypsy 
Moth information). The Gypsy 
Moth Task Force office will be 
open only on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 8:30 a.m.4:30 


p.m. and on Saturday mornings 
from 8:30-noon 

To sign-up, landowners must 
complete and sign an appli 
cation, mark an aerial map and 
pay their share of the cost of 
spraying. As mentioned above 
aerial maps will be available at 
the Task Force office. Although 
tax maps and other maps are 
helpful, they do not replace 
aerial maps and this step must 
be completed. (Landowners 
who signed up last year and do 
not wish to make any changes 
can use last year’s maps which 
will also be available at the 
Task Force office). 

The fee for 1991 is $70.00 for 
less than 10 acres, $7.00 per acre 
for 10 or more acres. In general, 
at least half the fee is required 
with the application, with a 
minimum required deposit of 
$70.00 and a maximum of $2,500 
The balance of the fee is due 
April 1, 1991. Spraying will be 
done mid-May to June, 1991

LOW CALORIE RASPBERRY JAM 

Cooking time: 20 minutes 
Yield 5 8-ounce glasses 
12 cups red raspberries, about 3 pounds 
% cup water 
48 saccharin tablets 
4 cups glycerine 

Place raspberries with water in a heavy kettle. 
Heat to boiling. cook, stirring several times, until 
juice runs, about 15 minutes. Remove *% cup hot juice 
from kettle. Dissolve saccharin tablets in hot juice. 
Stir into kettle with glycerine. Cook until jam 
thickens, about 5 minutes. Seal in hot sterilized 
glasses. 

Note: Serve with cottage cheese or plain yogurt 
for a touch of sweetness in a low-calorie diet. 

OVEN RASPBERRY JAM 

Cooking time: 15 minutes 
Yield: 12 8-ounce glasses 
16 cups fresh red raspberries, about 4 pounds 
10 cups sugar 

Wash and dry raspberries on paper towels. Place 
in a large baking dish and cover. Place sugar in a 
second large baking dish. Bake sugar and raspberries 
in a very slow oven (250 degrees) for 15 minutes or 
until fruit is hot but not boiling. Beat raspberries to a 
mush with a wooden spoon. Gradually add the hot 
sugar until sugar dissolves, Seal in hot sterilized 
glasses. 

Note: Serve with poached fresh pears and a swirl 
of whipped cream. 

RASPBERRY-RHUBARB JAM 

Cooking time: 45 minutes 
Yield: 7 8-ounce glasses 
9 cups cut-up rhubarb, about 3 pounds 
2 oranges, juice and rind 
4 cups red raspberries, about 1 pound 
5 cups sugar 

Combine rhubarb and orange juice and rind in a 
heavy kettle. Heat to boiling, slowly. Add raspberries 
and sugar, and stir until sugar dissolves. Cook, stir- 
ring and skimming several times, until jam tests for 
set, about 30 minutes. Seal in hot sterilized glasses. 

Note: For memorable eating, serve this bright 
red jam on thick slices of sourdough bread. 

RASPBERRY JAM 

Cooking time: 35 minutes 
Yeild: 4 8-ounce glasses 
8 cups fresh red raspberries, about 2 pounds 
5 cups sugar 

Place raspberries in a heavy kettle. Heat to 
boiling. Simmer 3 minutes. Add sugar and stir until 
sugar dissolves. Heat to boiling. Simmer, skimming if 
necessary, until jam tests for set, about 30 minutes. 
Seal in hot sterilized glasses. 

Note: Raspberry Jam makes a lovely topping for 
a chilled chessecake, not to mention its popularity at 
breakfast and at lunch with peanut butter sanwiches. 

SEEDLESS RASPBERRY JAM 

Cooking time: 50 minutes 
Yeild: 10 8-ounce glasses 
16 cups fresh red raspberries, about 4 pounds 
2 cups red currant juice 
12 cups sugar 

Combine raspberries and currant juice in a heavy 
kettle. Heat to boiling. Cook, mashing fruit with a 
wooden spoon, until soft, about 30 minutes. Press 
mixture through a fine sieve to remove seeds. 
Combine raspberry juice and sugar in the same 
kettle. Heat to boiling. Cook until jam tests for set, 
about 20 minutes. Allow to cool. Seal in hot sterilized 
glasses. 

Note: Try a bit of Seedless Raspberry Jam with 
vanilla ice cream or tapioca pudding. 

RED TOMATO JAM 

Cooking time: 1 hour 
Yield: 5 8-ounce glasses 
9 ripe tomatoes, about 3 pounds 
4% pounds sugar 
2 lemons, juice of 
1 teaspoon ground ginger 

Peel tomatoes by plunging into boiling water until 
the skins burst. Core and cut into slices. Combine 
sliced tomatoes, sugar, lemon juice, and ground 
ginger in a heavy kettle. Heat to boiling. Cook, 
stirring and skimming, until mixture thickens, about 
1 hour. Cool and stir to distribute fruit. Seal in hot 
sterilized glasses. 

Note: Tomato jams are nice to use in omelets or 
as accompaniments to fish or cheese dishes. 








BLACKBERRY-PINEAPPLE-APPLE JAM 
Cooking time: 25 minutes 
Yield: 9 8-ounce glasses 
1 large pineapple 
2 large cooking apples, about 1 pound 
% cup water 
3 cups blackberries, 1 pound 
6 cups sugar 
3 lemons, juice of 

Slice, peel, core, and dice pineapple. Peel, core, 
and slice apples. Combine pineapple, apple, and 
water in a heavy kettle. Heat to boiling. Simmer, stir- 
ring often, 10 minutes. Add blackberries. Continue 
cooking 10 minutes, or until fruits are soft. Stir in 
sugar and lemon juice until sugar dissolves. Boil 
rapidly until jam sets, about 5 minutes. Seal in hot 
sterilized glasses. 

Note: A triple treat from three favorite fruits. 

BLUEBERRY JAM 
Cooking time: 10 minutes 
Yield: 6 8-ounce glasses 
6 cups blueberries, 3 pints 
1 lemon, rind and juice 
7 cups sugar 

Combine blueberries, lemon rind and juice and 
sugar. Heat very slowly to a boil, mashing some of the 
berries with the back of a wooden spoon to make more 

juice. Boil rapidly until jam tests for set, about 5 
minutes. Seal in hot sterilized glasses. 

Note: Blueberry Jam is a delicious topping for 
vanilla ice cream. For breakfast spread it on French 
toast. 

BLUEBERRY-APPLE JAM 
Cooking time: 20 minutes 
Yield: 8 8-ounce glasses 
6 cups sugar 
% cup water 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
4 cups blueberries, 2 pints 
3 large apples, peeled, cored, and chopped, 1 pound 

Combine sugar, water, and lemon juice in a 
heavy kettle. Heat to boiling. Stir in blueberries and 
chopped apple. Cook, stirring constantly, until jam 
tests for set, about 15 minutes. Seal in hot sterilized 
glasses. 

Note: When winter winds blow around your 
house, bring out a jar of this jam to treat the family at 
breakfast. Nice with pancakes or waffles. 

FRUIT MEDLEY 

Cooking time: 30 minutes 
Yeild: 8 8-ounce glasses 
6 cups sour red cherries, 1‘2 pounds 
18 fresh apricots, 142 pounds 

or 
6 medium-size peaches, 12 pounds 
4 cups fresh red raspberries, 1 pound 

or 
4 cups frozen raspberries 
7 cups sugar 

Stem and pit cherries. Quarter and pit apricots, 
or peel, halve, pit, and slice peaches. Tie fruit pits in a 
piece of cheesecloth. Combine prepared fruits with 
raspberries in a heavy kettle. Add sugar and bag with 
pits, and stir until sugar dissolves. Heat guickly to 
boiling, stirring often. Boil rapidly until fruits are 
clear and tender and test for set, about 30 minutes. 
Remove bag with pits. Allow to cool. Seal in hot steril- 
lized glasses. 

Note: A gala gathering of fruits such as this de- 
serves giving as a gift or selling at a bazaar. 

CONCORD GRAPE JELLY 
Cooking time: 35 minutes 
Yield: 5 8-ounce glasses 
10 cups ripe Concord grapes,stemmed, about 5 pounds 
4% cups sugar 

Place grapes in a heavy kettle. Cook over a very 
low heat, mashing and pressing with a wooden spoon 
to extract as much juice as possible. Strain grapes 
through a piece of cheesecloth. Return juice to same 
kettle. Heat to boiling. Cook quickly for 20 minutes. 
Remove from heat and measure juice. (You should 
have 5 cups.) Heat juice and sugar to boiling. Boil 
rapidly until jelly tests for set, about 15 minutes. Seal 
in hot sterilized glasses. 

Note: a chef's trick — add a tablespoon of Con- 
cord Grape Jelly to roast veal gravy. Or while 
cooking vension (any cut), add to the sauce. Good to 
serve with crackers and assorted cheese. 

















SPICY CARROT MARMALADE FOR GAME 
Four to five 42-pint Jars 
4% cups coarsely ground raw carrots 
3% Cups sugar 

about % cup fresh lemon juice 

% teaspoon finely grated zest of lemon 
¥2 teaspoon ground ginger 
% teaspoon ground cloves 
¥%2 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
¥% teaspoon salt 

Trim and scrape carrots, run them through the 
coarse knife of a food grinder. Put them in a heavy 
enameled kettle, add the sugar, spices and salt. 
Warm or roll on a hard surface two lemons (to make 
them easier to juice, but do not cut: the next step is to 
grate off the thin yellow skin of the rind, taking care 
not to get any of the bitter white portion. Add the 
grated zest to the ingredients in the kettle. Halve and 
juice the lemons, add the juice to the kettle. Over low 
heat, and stirring, bring the mixture to a very slow 
boil, and cook for about 30 minutes or until it is thick. 
Pour into hot ‘2-pint jars, leaving % inch of head- 
room; cap with clean hot lids. Process in a Boiling- 
Water Bath for 10 minutes. Remove; complete seals if 
necessary. Makes 4 to 5 ‘-pint jars. 

With a food S proepener: Either quarter the carrots 
lengthwise and stand them upright in the feed tube 
against the grating disc, or cut them in pieces and 
chop — a small amount at a time — with the steel 
blade. Remove carrot pieces and dry the processing 
bowl. Peel the lemons very thinly; start the steel 
blade, drop in the curls of zest and immediately add 1 
cup of the sugar on the whirring blade; pulse on and 
off, add the remaining sugar, process for 15 seconds, 
and combine with the carrots. 


LEMON-HONEY JELLY 

Two Pints 
2% cups honey 
% cup fresh lemon juice, strained of all pulp 
1 tablespoon grated lemon rind 
1 3-ounce pouch liquid pectin 

Combine honey, lemon juice and grated rind. Stir 
over moderate heat until mixture reaches a full boil. 
Add pectin and bring again to a full, rolling boil, stir- 
ring constantly. Boil hard 1 minute. Remove from 
heat and stir 3 minutes. Seal in hot sterilized glasses. 
Makes about 2 pints.

Man y Recreational Property Owners 
Have Mid-Range Incomes 


Many of the nation’s re- 
creational property owners 
tend to be middle-aged and 
generally have middle-range in- 
comes, according to a vacation 
and second home survey 


sponsored in part by the 
National Association of 
Realtors. 


‘The American Ré@féatfonal 
Property Survey: 1990" found 
that more than half the owners 
surveyed had annual household 
incomes ranging between 
$20,000 and $59,999. In compari- 
son, only 13.3 percent had in- 
comes exceeding $100,000. The 
median income of the 
participants was $46,500 

The survey estimates there 
are 7.2 million owners of about 
6.3 million recreational prop- 
erties in the United States, with 
an aggregate value of about 
$892 billion. Although the ma- 
jority of the owners do not split 
ownership, some own interests 
in the same property. NAR, the 
American Resort and Resi- 
dential Development Associa- 
tion (ARRDA) and the Interna- 
tional Foundation for Time- 
sharing jointly sponsored the 
study 

Wealth is not a requisite to 


own a vacation home,” said 
NAR President Norman D 
Flynn. “It is a purchase that 


can be as accessible as it is 
desirable for people below the 
upperincome brackets.” 

The survey, involving more 
than 5,600 recreational owners 
and prospective owners nation- 
wide, was taken during March 
The single largest percentage, 
17.6 percent, had incomes from 
$40,000 to $49,000, while the next 


largest percentage, 16.8 
percent, had incomes from 
$30,000 to $39,999 

According to Flynn, the 


survey results suggest many re- 
creational properties are being 








purchased by people during the 
peak income-earning point of 
their careers, still several years 
away from retirement. The 
median age of owners was 48 
Nearly half - 49.9 percent - of the 
survey participants were aged 
between 35 and M4. 

“A second home offers a mix 
of business ant?Pleasure. It isa 
prudent investment as well as a 
place to relax,” Flynn said 
Nearly two-thirds of the respon- 
dents said vacation use was the 
reason behind their purchase, 
but, 37.5 percent of those 
surveyed said they bought the 
property for investment or in- 
come reasons 

The report attributes growth 
in recreational property owner- 
ship primarily to the increasing 
number of households in the 
nation 

The number of households 
owning recreational property 
has increased by about 50 
percent, or 2.4 million house- 
holds, since 1973. At that time, a 
separate, privately sponsored 
study found that about 4.8 
million households owned re- 
creational property. However, 
the percentage of owners 
relative to the U.S. population 
has remained constant. 


Nine out of 10 vacation prop- 
erty owners are homeowners 
Single-family homes or cabins 
are the most widely held re- 
creation property; 42 percent of 
the survey participants own de- 
tached houses or cabins as 
vacation property. However, 
this percentage is down from 50 
percent in 1973. The percentage 
of condominium and town house 
owners has surged, rising from 
3.0 percent to nearly 16.0 
percent since 1973, showing a 
sharp increase in the number of 
those units built during that 
time, the study says. About 15.6 
percent of the participants 
owned one or more timeshare 
weeks. Forty-eight percent of 
those purchasing recreational 
property since 1973 own time- 
shares 

The South contained the 
largest share - 39.1 percent - of 
recreational properties of all 
the regions, primarily due to a 
high concentration in Florida 
The Sunshine State, with 15.3 
percent of the nation’s vacation 
homes, was the top location 
spot. Following Florida was 
California, with a 7.5 percent 
share. However, year-round, 
warm climates did not 
dominate all the property lo 
cations. This reflects a desire 
by some owners to vacation in 
the same region in which they 
live, Flynn noted. Pennsylvania 
and Michigan tied for third 
place for property location, 
each with a share of 5.3 percent 

The majority of the respon- 


dents have owned their prop- 
erty between three and 10 
years, but nearly 29 percent 
have owned 11 years or longer 
‘People with second homes buy 
for the long-term, which is the 


smart way to approach all rea) 
investments Flynn 
According to the survey 
the average price paid for re- 
creational properties 
$47,266. The median price was 
$13,000, reflecting a volume of 
timeshare purchases. The 
average current market value 
was estimated by owner to be 
$108,810 per property; the 
median value was estimated to 
be $45,000 

Among prospective owners, 
the survey found that house- 
holds aged 30 or younger feel 
they have the greatest chance, 
at least 50-50, to purchase 
vacation property in the future. 
This may be due, in part, to a 
“growing expectation among 
young people that ‘good life’ in- 
cludes recreational property,” 
the study says. Nearly three- 
quarters of all respondents with 
a desire to own a vacation home 
do not expect to buy for at least 
five years. 

“If only half of those ex- 
pressing interest in buying re- 
creation property do so, it is not 
inconceivable that by the year 
2000, the industry would 
double,” said ARRDA Senior 
Vice President Tom Franks.

Heavy Vehicle 
Use Tax Returns 
Due August 31 


_ Owners of large trucks and 
buses, in use on public high- 
ways since July 1, and weighing 
55,000 pounds or more, must file 
Form 2290, ‘‘Heavy Vehicle Use 
Tax return,” by Aug. 31. 

A tax is imposed each year on 
the use of heavy highway motor 
vehicles. The tax period for 
highway use vehicles begins on 

* July 1 of each year and ends the 
followig June 30. 

If each truck or bus is 55,000 
pounds or more, owners 
generally can file one Form 
2290, covering all such vehicles 

in use during July. 

Owners must also pay a 
partial year tax on taxable 
vehicles put into use for only

County Population 
Increases Over 
Ten- Year Period 


According to the Maryland 
Office of Planning's estimates 
released this week, Garrett 
County’s population grew by 
1,702 during the ten year period 
from 1980-1990, raising the total 
number of county residents 
from 26,498 on April 1, 1980 to 
28,200 on April 1, 1990. This 
represents an increase of 6.4 
percent 

Maryland's population 
increased by more than 525,000 
people during the decade, a 
gain of 12.5 percent, from 
4,216,975 to 4,742,500. In the pre- 
vious period, from 1970 to 1980, 
the state grew by only 7.5 
percent, representing only 
293,000 additional Marylanders

Oil Company 
Price Increase 


Testimony Heard 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein testified be- 
fore the General Assembly's 
Special Joint Committee on 
Energy Pricing in Annapolis 
August 13, noting that price in- 
creases of up to 13 cents per gal- 
lon since August 1 were im- 
posed by all major oil com- 
panies doing business in Mary- 
land. “Price increases ap- 
pearing at the retail pumps 
were supplier price increases 


not increases tacked on by 
wholesalers or retailers,” he 
said, noting that legislation 


requiring open supply contracts 
or Public Service Commission 
review of price increases might 
be considered by the legis 
lature 
The comptroller said he has 
contacted all major oi] com- 
panies and brokers requesting 
an explanation of the sudden 
and significant price increases 
Goldstein said he is notifying 
the oil companies and brokers 
that his office will begin requir- 
ing monthly inventory reports 
to help us more accurately 
track supplies as they move the 
state of Maryland 
We know that supplies have 
been adequate we also know 
that sales volumes have been 
declining for both major oil 
companies and brokers during 
much of the past year. This 
presents us with an unusual 
situation, namely excess inven- 
tory and declining sales. I know 
that under those conditions you 
have a sale and lower the price 
~ you don’t raise the price." 
Goldstein said his initial 
investigations “showed a pat- 
tern that smacked of abuse,”’ as 
retailers and wholesalers were 
notified of price increases of up 
to 13 cents per gallon in two 
waves August 2 and 3 and 
August 5 and 6 
He said he would analyze the 
responses to his request for 
explanation from the oil 
companies and cooperate with 
Governor Schaefer and At- 
torney General Curran and the 
legislature committee to deter- 
mine if there have been vio 
lations of state consumer pro- 
tection or antitrust laws 
Noting that the choices for 
legislative action are as yet 
unclear, Comptroller Goldstein 
told the committee that two op- 
tions could be considered for 
possible action 
First, you may want to con- 
sider legislation that would 
open up the supply of petroleum 
products in the state of Mary- 
land,” he said. This would per- 
mit wholesalers and retailers to 
purchase cupplies at the best 
price from whatever supplier 
they choose. This would replace 
the current system of tying 
retailers and wholesalers to 
branded suppliers. The state of 
Virginia recently considered 
similar legislation, and we have 
copies for your consideration 
Our constant quality inspection 
program and our testing labo- 
ratory at Jessup will continue to 
guarantee the quality of all 
product sold in Maryland, no 
matter what the supply source 
Secondly, you may want to 
consider legislation that would 
place the oil companies under 
the control of the Public Service 
Commission process of hear- 
ings and technical support 
would provide some measure of 
consumer protection through 
open participation in the pricing 
process. This type of legislation 
is being considered in the state

he increase in cat rabies 
according to the veterinary 
association, has been noted ir 
the last three years and a 
number of reasons are 
suggested for the surge 
Perhaps the most important is 
that cats are less likely to be 
vaccinated against rabies than 
dogs, although a Maryland law 
passed in 1985 requires cats as 
well as dogs be vaccinated 
Less than 60 percent of cat 
owners take their animals to a 
verterinarian for care or vac 
cinations, the Association 
reported as it prepared to 
observe September as National 
Cat Health Month. This 
compares with more than 80 
percent of dog owners who seek 
regular care for their pets 
Moreover, national statistics 
estimate that only 31 percent of 
cats are vaccinated against 
rabies. Other reasons advanced 
for the increase are that cats 
are nocturnal and prowl at 
night when skunks and 
raccoons also are roaming and 
that, unlike dogs, cats are not 
supervised while outside the 
house 
The Association points out 
that cats generally don't show 
signs of illness as easily as dogs 
and that regular veterinary 
examinations and vaccinations 
are necessary to safeguard cats 
from rabies as well as other 
common diseases such as pan- 
leukopenia, pneumonitis, calci- 
virus and rhinotracheitis. A 
significant step in feline health 
care in recent years was the 
development of a vaccinaton for 
feline leukemia, a potentially 
fatal disease which attacks a 
cat's immune system 
The veterinarians also 
remind cat owners about the 
curious cat syndrome 
problems that can develop 
when active cats get into 
potentially harmful situations 
around the house. Most acci- 
dents can be prevented by ‘‘cat 
proofing’’ the house, including 
locking up poisonous products 
as parents do to protect chil 
iren

Good Forest Management Is Needed 
To Deal With Gypsy Moth Problem

Summer is here and the defoliation of oak forests by the 
noth is again very widespread. Despite large scale spray 
fforts (163,900 acres in Maryland in 1989) gypsy moth popula 


ns and defoliation continues to grow and its range is expanding

What is needed is an integrated pest management approach 
that utilizes spray programs ir 
times in the life of the forest, to lessen the 
susceptability of the forest to defoliation and mortality 

Up until now, forest management has been mostly reactive in 
jealing with the problem. Commonly, when forests are defoliated 
and trees killed, woodland owners and managers will contact a 
professional forester and ask them what they can do. Unfor- 
tunately, outside of some salvage cutting, little can be done. Oak 
trees, once dead, will not grow a new sprout that can develop into 
a tree. The resulting forest is many times composed of species 
with less value for timber for wildlife 

What is needed is a proactive approach. This requires inte- 
grating forest management practices with spraying to reduce the 
long-term suscepladulily 
tality by gypsy moth in three main ways. First, thinning forests 
can reduce the percentage of trees that are preferred host 
spieces, such as oaks, as well as increase the growth and vigor of 
remaining trees. However, any thinning operation puts re 
maining trees under severe stress for the next 35 years and 
exposes thern to possible mortality from even a minor defoliation 
This gives the tree a chance to resprout and grow into a new tree 
Spraying prior to a thinning operation can reduce the gypsy moth 
population for years and provide the remaining trees time to re- 
After this, the trees can exhibit renewed vigor that would 
help them resist damage from gypsy moth. Second, harvest

Farmers in 
attendance from all over the 
state told Tom Filip, from the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
and Philip Cristensen, state 


conservationist with the Soil 
Conservation Service, that the

Royden Powell, president of 
Use MASCD, explained Usai Uhe 
opportunity for input provided 
by the meeting was badly 
needed 

“Early in June, the agencies 
involved in developing the fed- 
eral wetlands delineation 
manual (the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service, the Soil Conser- 
vation Service, the U.S. Army 


Corps of Engineers and the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency) met to begin to wrestle 
with the problems associated 
with administering the pro 
gram,"’ Powell said. “Out of 


that meeting came the realiz 
ation that they needed some 
input. They wanted to go out in 
the field and see how that 
manual was affecting policy 
and how that policy was 
administered on the land.’ 

Of that June meeting, 
Christensen stated that two 
issues were made clear. ‘One,’ 
he sai was the concern about 
effects on agriculture and the 
second was that the public was 
very confused 

At the MASCD meeting 
Christensen and Filip passed 
out stickers, one red dot and 
four green, to each farmer in 
the crowd well over 100 
Farmers’ concerns about wet- 
lands were then acepted by the 
pair, who listed them on a large 
sheet of paper. The farmers 
were asked to put the red dots 
beside the concerns they felt 
most important and the green 
dots beside other concerns they 
felt strongly about

“What you're saying is that 
we need to make wetlands 
decisions based on ap assess- 
ment of value,” Christensen 
said. 

Confusion was another con- 
cern, in that samme agencies say 
that one criteria, soil, is used to 
delineate wetlands, while other 
agencies say that three criteria 
are used — hydrology, plant 
life, and soil. “You need all 

Further discussion brought 
out the fact that the agricultural 
community, as well as other 
property owners, were not 
given a chance to provide com- 
mentary into the writing of the 
manual. Filip answered that the 
agencies were not legally re 
quired to have a public com- 
ment on the manual because it 
involved changes to a document 
that already existed 

Two courts have already 
ruled on that issue,” Filip said 

Steele Phillips, a Dorchester 
County farmer, pointed out a 
concern that the wetlands law is 
scaring developers away from 
wetlands and ‘: placing in- 
creasing pressure on prime 
farmland. 

“The federal ‘no net loss of 
wetlands’ policy and the no net 
loss of trees program put forth 
by the governor is putting a lot 
of pressure on A-tumnber-one 
farmland,” Phillips said. “If we 
do not let some 
into these wetlands, we'll lose 
mere and more top farmland." 

Given top priority, based on 
the number of red dots they 
were assigned, were the con- 
sideration of the functional 
value of non-tidal wetlands on 
agricultural land and the need 
to compensate farmers for land 
lost to non-tidal wetland restric 
tons. 

During the summer meeting, 
MASCD also approved a resolu- 
tion calling for an amendment 
to Maryland’s Program Open 
Space (POS) law to provide 
funds to MASCD. 

Currently the law provides 
funds to state agencies and sub- 
divisions to acquire outdoor 
recreation and open space 
areas and to develop outdoor 
recreation facilities 

According to the proposed 


Funding for the MASCD 
would be derived from funds 
created by the state transfer 
tax, which is levied on all land 
transfers. The proposal states: 
grants program administered 
by the MASCD shall be funded 
by July 1 of each year in the 
annua! amount of either five 
percent of the total funds avail- 
able from the state transfer tax 
or $2.5 million, whichever is 
greater.” 

This is primarily t ensure 
greater revenues for MASCD. 
Executive Director Hoot 
supported the move and said 
the membership of the organ- 
ization would have to get behind 
the bill for it to be successful. - 

“We'll need each individual 
district to talk to their delegates 
(to the Maryland General 
Assembly ) and get thern behind 
the bill,” Hoot said. She sug: 
gested that there would be some 
opposition to the bill from the 
governor and the Department 
of Natura! Resources because it 
ould affect sore of the funds 
going into their budgets 

Other resolutions passed in- 
cluded one which calls for 
changes in the review and pay- 
ment process for the state's 
agriculture cost-share gro 
gram. The association stated 
that changes sheuld speed up 
the process and thereby in-

Farm Bureau Tells 


Pres. Bush That 


Agriculture Is Slighted On Wetlands 


The American Farm Bureau 
Federation is ‘‘deeply con- 
cerned’ about the adminis- 
tration’s wetlands policy and 
last week urged President 
George Bush to give farmers 
and ranchers from across the 
country the opportunity to 
speak out at upcoming public 
hearings. 

In a letter to Bush, AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner 
reminded the president of his 
vow to Farm Bureau members 
at the January AFBF annual 
meeting that the administration 
““would not take any action that 
would harm the productive 
capacity of American agri- 
culture." Copies of the letter 
were sent to White House Chief 
of Staff John Sununu and Agri- 
culture Secretary Clayton 
Yeutter 

The administration's wet- 
lands policy ‘‘stands to damage 
our farm productivity. To make 
matters worse, we feel we're 
being denied the opportunity to 


speak out on the issue,"’ 
Kleckner said 
The president's wetlands 


policy committee is holding six 
public meetings from August 17 
to Sept. 17 on wetlands issues 
and the administration's policy 
of issues and the adminis- 
tration’s policy of ‘‘no overall 


net loss." Farm Bureau has 
been informed there will be an 
agriculture panel of speakers at 
only one of the six hearings to 
be held in Bismarck, N.D.; 
Peoria, Ill.; New Orleans, La.; 
Olympia, Wash.; Anchorage, 
Alaska; and Providence, R.I. 
“The interpretation of what is 
a wetland and what constitutes 
a wetland varies tremendously 
from one region of the country 
to another,"’ Kleckner said. 
“What is critical to a North 
Dakota wheat grower has little 
bearing to a Florida fruit 
grower, a Maine Potato farmer 
or a Texas rancher. Farmers 
throughout the country want the 
opportunity to describe the 
impact overly rigid and arbi- 
trary regulations will have on 
their farming operations and 
their communities,"’ he said 


Farm Bureau requested that 
a panel be devoted to agri- 
culture at each of the hearing 
locations and requested addi- 
tional hearings be held in the 
Southeast and the Rocky Moun- 
tain areas 

“The issue of wetlands policy 
has been a major concern in 
Farm Bureau,” Kieckner said 
“Few issues have galvanized 
the will of,,the farm 
community.” 





harboring place for insects and

Approximately 24,329 acres of 
Maryland cropland were di- 
verted from crop production 
under the 1990 farm programs. 
“We are checking to see that 
these acres are properly main- 
tained.’ Bachtel said. He 
pointed out that weed control is 
a very important program 
requirement and farmers who 
fail to do so will be out of com- 
pliance and could lose program 
benefits. 

The acreage reduction pro- 
gram contract also prohibits 
harvesting ACR land. Grazing 
is not authorized between May 1 
through September 30, 1990. 

“It would be unfortunate at 
this point for a producer to be 
found out of compliance be- 
cause of failing to maintain 
ACR land.” The ASCS official 
said most farmers want to do 
what is best for their land, and 
have made conservation prac- 
tices an integral part of their 
farming operations.

Late-field reports will be 
accepted, Bachtel says. Ken- 
neth Bachtel, chairperson of the 
Garrett County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service, said late-filed crop and 
land use acreage reports will be 
accepted as long as the farmer 
pays the cost of verifying the 
acreage report, and there is 
physical evidence of the crop or 
land's use 

“Some producers have not 
filed a crop report this year,”’ 
Bachtel said. July 15 was the 
deadline for farmers to report 
their 1990 planted acres. 

Crop reports are used by 
ASCS to determine program 
compliance and to document 
crop acreage bases. Before 
receiving price support loans, 
deficiency payments and other 
benefits, farm program partici- 
pants must report crops and 
acreage planted, the uses to be 
made of these crops, and crop- 
land acres devoted to conser-

Revisions Noted 
By Army Corps 


The U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers recently published pro- 
posed revisions to its Shoreline 
Management Program fee 
schedule in the Federal 
Register. This begins a 45-day 
public review period that will 
end September 23. The pro- 
posed fee schedule will apply to 
Pittsburgh District lakes which 
have existing shoreline 
management programs, includ- 
ing Youghiogheny River Lake, 
located partially in Garrett 
County. 

The proposed revisions will 
increase the cost of shoreline 
management permits to cur- 
rent and future permit holders, 
enabling the federal govern- 
ment to recover a greater por- 
tion of the actual! cost of issuing 
shoreline management 
permits 

For current permit holders 
renewing permits, the pro- 
posed schedule establishes a 
periodic fee (inspection fee) of 
$15 per vear, payable in ad- 
vance for five-year increments 
In effect, this increases the cost 
of current permit holder from 
$30 to a total of $75 for five 
years, 

The proposed shoreline 
management fees are as 
follows 
—~New facility: a one time fee 
of $400 plus $15 per year 
periodic inspection fee (payable 
in advance for five-year incre- 
ments) 

— New owner: a one time fee of

Home After Battling Oregon Blaze 






HOME FROM OREGON — Owen Handwerk, Grantsville, 
forest ranger with the Maryland Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service, recently returned from fighting forest fires in Oregon. 
Handwerk was part of the first crew assigned to the “Snowshoe” 
fire on the Malheur National Forest. At age 54, Handwerk is one of 
the oldest fire fighters to battie the major biazes in the west. This 
was his 10th fire detail there in the past 13 years. 





A Garrett County forest 
ranger who was a member of a 
Maryland crew to battle forest 
fires in Oregon has returned to 
Western Maryland. Owen 
Handwerk, a veteran forest fire 
fighter with the Maryland 
Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service, returned to his home in 
Grantsville late Sunday night 
after being assigned to the 

Snowshoe’ Fire on the 
Malheur National Forest in 
eastern Oregon 

Handwerk stated that his 
crew was released from the fire 
when they had completed mop- 
up on the three miles of line 
they were responsible for. The 
fire was contained Sunday after 
having burned out of control 
since August 6. Over 12,500 
acres were burned. The Mary- 
land crew was one of 49 twenty- 
man crews assigned to the fire 

Handwerk said that weather 
conditons contributed greatly to 
the behavior of the fire. At one 
suppression 


point during 


efforts, the fire, aided by 40 
m.p.h. winds, relative humidity 
as low as 15 percent, and high 
temperatures, jumped control 
lines and burned 800 additional 
acres in a short period of time. 
During that period the fire 
raced 1% miles in less than 20 
minutes 

Compared to other years 
when he has gone west with fire 
fighting crews, Handwerk said 
this trip was relatively easy. He 
explained that the base camp, 
which provided food and shelter 
for 2,100 fire fighters, was only 
five miles from the “Snowshoe” 
fire. They would leave each 
morning at 6 a.m. by bus, be 
dropped off at the fire control 
line, and be picked up each day 
and returned to camp around 
7:30 p.m. In past years, he has 
been on fires where the fire 
fighters would need to walk 2-3 
hours to get to the fire, then 
walk the same back at day's 
end

The Garrett County Recycl- 
ing Committee reported this 
week to the Garrett County

GCC’s Tuition 
Rate Remains 
Lowest In Md. 


In a recent report of institu- 
tional characteristics issued by 
the Maryland State Board for 
Community Colleges, figures 
show that Garrett Community 
College still has the lowest 
tuition rate of all Maryland's 
community colleges 

For the 1990-91 fiscal year, 
GCC's tuition rate for Garrett 
County residents has been set at 
$34 per credit hour, including 
student fee and student activi- 
ties fee. Tuition has been set at 
$50 for residents of other Mary- 
land counties, and at $102 for 
residents of other states 

By comparison, Allegany 
Community College's tuition is 
$44.97 for in-county residents, 
$62.97 for out-of-county resi- 
dents of Maryland, and $94.97 
for out-of-state residents 
Highest tuition charged by a 
Maryland community college is 
at Prince George's, where 
tuition is $53 for in-county 
students, $116 for out-of-county 
students, and $197 for out-of- 
state residents. 

Garrett Community College's 
rate of tuition stands well below 
the state average, which is 
$41.10 per credit hour for in- 
county students, $73.44 for out- 
of-county students, and $129.58 
for out-of-state residents. 


Garrett Optical To Open Expanded 
Lens-Making Facility In County 


It was announced this week 
by the Garrett County Commis- 
sioners that Garrett Optical will 
move its primary facility to 
Garrett County from New 
Jersey, having operated in the 
county for several years as a 
small business. The expanded 
facility will be located in the 
Southern Garrett Industrial 
Park, and will result in 90-100 
new jobs for the county, accor- 
ding to Frank Brink, president 
of the corporation 

Garrett County Economic 
Development Director Tom 
Jones introduced officials from 
the business, stating, ‘‘We want 
to announce that we have had a 
bid opening this week on the 
30,000 square foot expansion of 
their present facility. This 
represents a major expansion 
from the current 6,000 square 
feet of production space up to 
over 30,000 square feet.”’ 

Brink then stated that the 
total work force will be 

somewhere around 120 to 125 
people, of which 15 will be 
management. We will start out 
with a two-shift operation and 
later expand to three shifts. 


He continued, ‘While we have 
invited the New Jersey 
employees to come down here, 
we don’t expect too many of 
them to take us up on that offer, 
so we expect the bulk of our 
work force to come from this 
area. This means that approx- 
imately 90 to 100 people will be 
needed for the new operation.” 

Brink also stated that, with 
Bausch & Lomb in operation 
here, the area will become an

The Annual ‘'9-90"' Short 
Course Day, sponsored by the 
Garrett County Cooperative 
Extension Service and slated at 
Garrett Community College for 
Wednesday, September 5, will 
have Glenn I. Kirkland, retired 
Johns Hopkins physicist, and 
Dr. Billie Frazier, human 
development specialist from 
the University of Maryland 
Extension Service, offer a 
special program on ‘‘Alz- 
heimer’s Disease And Related 
Disorders.” 

Kirkland and Dr. Frazier will 
cooperate to present this 
program on the dilemma of 
Alzheimer’s. The lecture, with 
visuals, will also provide for 
interaction with the audience. 
Scientific information and a 
practical approach to handling 
this illness in families will be 
combined to provide optimal 
help and guidance. 

For Kirkland a 13-year ordeal 
with Alzheimer’s disease ended 
just this May with the death of 
his wife, Grace, 79. Mrs. Kirk- 
land became a national symbol 
for the trauma of Alzheimer’s 
disease, and Kirkland has be- 
come a symbol for the 
challenge of caregiving, when 
their life together was 
chronicled in the award-win- 
ning television program 
“Living With Grace” in 1983. 
This half-hour documentary has 
been shown around the nation 
and was produced by Susan 
Cohen and Bill Whiteford of the 
School of Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland in Balti- 
more. It has become a 
respected teaching tool for 
nursing home staffs as well as 
for family caregivers. 

The relentless challenge of 
caregiving for his wife spurred 
Kirkland, a scientist by profes-

ounty was truly good news with respect to the local 
economic picture. Frankly, we were beginning to 
wonder if there would ever be an announcement of 
this kind, as considerable space at the park has 
remained empty for a long time 

The most obvious reason that this is good news 
for us is that the facility will offer over 100 new jobs 
in our county, where unemployment rates continue 
to exceed those of the state and nation. However, 
more importantly, we hope this is just the first of 
several relatively small operations that will locate 
in Garrett County. 

While companies such as Bausch & Lomb have 
provided a tremendous boost to our economy, both in 
terms of jobs, tax revenue, and outstanding support 
for the community through donations, sponsorships, 
and other avenues, there is an inherent danger in 
‘placing all of one’s eggs in one basket.’’ If for 
whatever reason such a large employer suddenly 
decides to leave a community, it spells disaster for 
so many families and the economy in general. Our 
neighbor Cumberland has experienced this on many 
occasions (Kelly-Springfield, PPG, the Celanese, 
etc.) and has suffered tremendously because of it 

We want to emphasize here that we are in no 
way implying that Bausch & Lomb will do this and 
we have no information whatsoever to suggest such 
a thing. We are just using this as an example 

When a community can acquire several 
employers that provide, for example, 50 to 300 jobs, 
it adds a new dimension of strength to the local 
economy; for if one fails, the hardship is not as great 
on the community as a whole 

We applaud local government officials who 
were involved with this acquisition, but we would 
like to see a more aggressive effort to secure more 
businesses like Garrett Optical. We believe the 
county should go ahead and make the investment to 
constuct versatile shell buildings, for example, that 
could house a variety of manufacturing businesses 
Companies looking for a location would be far more 
apt to move to an area where a new building is

Man Found Guilty

After pleading not guilty to 
several sex offense charges, 
Rocky L. Hardesty, 25, Deer 
Park, was found guilty on all 
charges by Judge Fred A.

said, ‘‘but the other question is 
one of volume. It takes us 
awhile to build the volume to 
make the material attractive to 
a buyer.”’ As a result, the com- 
mittee has addressed the pro- 
blem of a suitable means of 
stockpiling the material. Also of

Currently, the committee is 
targeting five percent above the 
state mandate for specific types 
of recyclables. This 20 percent 
target may fluctuate from pro- 
duct to product, said Yoder, but 
he believes it is a realistic goal.

~‘‘spike”’ 
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want to implement a program 
that is so large and cumber 
some that we end up over- 
burdening the entire effort. We 
want some type of program 
within the county with the abili 
ty to contract or expand as 
needed.”’ 

The committee hopes to have 
at least part of the program in 
place by next summer, and in- 
dications are that Garrett Coun- 
ty is ahead of most other 
Maryland counties in recycling 
efforts. 

Yoder stated, ‘We appear to 
be headed toward some type of 
recycling program whereby, 
using equipment in the form of 
visable containers, we would go 
to the communities on a 
rotating basis on specific days 
to solicit from them different 
types of recyclables.” 

The committee is also con- 
sidering possible incentive 
plans for communities 

According to Yoder, the com- 
mittee members have offered to 
be available to meet with com- 
munity groups to discuss the 
program, answer questions and 
hear concerns 

Yoder concluded, ‘Although 
our immediate task is to service 
what's out there now, we don't 
want to just meet the state re- 
quirements. We want to go 
beyond that and continue the 
program with some innovative 
ideas for the future.” 

The commissioners com- 
mended the committee's efforts 
and indicated they would con- 
tinue to support and work with 
the group. Commissioner 
Elwood L. Groves II stated, 
“We too feel that enthusiasm 
for this program is high, and I 
think the issue is here to stay. It 
is better to gradually develop a 
well-planned, well-executed 
program than to try to do too 
much too soon out of en- 
thusiasm and then have an un- 
furtunate set of circumstances 
develop.”’

In other years, he has also 
spent up to five days in a 
camp, a makeshift 
camp “with no frills.” They 
would either walk in or be flown 
in by helicopter. The spike 
camp is usually right at the fire 
itself, and eliminated the need 
to return to base camp each 
day. Food, tools, and other 
necessities would also be flown 
in each day. The base camp 
might be 25 miles away 

“The fire we fought was on 
managed forest land,” Hand- 
werk stated, ‘and, therefore, 
had a good road system, which 
was utilized to transport men, 
water, and equipment for the 
fire suppression effort."’ 

Several men on the Maryland 
crew had to be treated for 
“elevation sickness,” and ill- 
ness with flu-like symptoms 
brought on by high elevation, 
high temperatures, low 
humidity, and constant dust and 
smoke condiitons. Handwerk 
said the area they were 
assigned had an elevation of 
5,000-6,000 feet. One man on his 
crew was also treated for heat 
stroke. 

Although fire fighting is 
always hazardous, Handwerk 
felt they were never in danger

however, during this time

The fire fighter reportedly was 
hit in the back of the head by a 
falling tree branch. One other 
fatality occurred to a division 
boss of the fire Handwerk was 
assigned to. While attending a 
briefing session in camp, Julius 
Starr, 47, collapsed from a 
apparent cerebral hemorrhage 
and later died at a local 
hospital. 

Bernie Zlomek, public 
information officer with the 
Maryland Forest, Park and 
Wildlife Service, said Hand- 
werk, 54, passed physical 
fitness tests which many 
younger employees are unable 
to pass in order to qualify for 
Western fire duty. “How he 
does it has to be related to his 
lifestyle," Zlomek explained. 
“He doesn’t smoke, exercise 
regularly, and watches what he 
eats. He’s one of our most 
experienced fire fighters,”’ 
Zlomek added. 

Handwerk has been on 10 fire 
details in the past 13 years, 
which has included trips to Cali- 
fornia, Washington, Idaho, 
North Dakota, Montana, 
Wyoming, and now, Oregon.

The Garrett County 
Sanitary District has recently 
completed the Upper Youghio- 
gheny Improvements Project 
with a final construction cost of

project was $4,968,800 and was

% cup unpeeled shredded zucchini 
% cup diced onion

1 tablespoon minced fresh parsley 
Yq teaspoon dried whole tarragon 
% teaspoon pepper 

1/8 teaspoon dried whole rosemary 
1 teaspoon vegetable oil 

4 (4-ounce) skinned haddock fillets 
4 (44-inch) tomato slices 

Fresh parsley sprigs (optional) 

Combine first 9 ingredients in bowl, toss gently. 
Cover with wax paper, and microwave at HIGH 4 
minutes. Pull up short ends of each fish fillet, forming 
a cylinder, and secure with wooden picks. Arrange 
fish with open area upward in an 8-inch square dish. 
Fill center of cylinder with stuffing mixture. Cover 
with wax paper, microwave HIGH 4 minutes, giving 
dish a half-turn after 2 minutes. Cook until fish turns 
opaque. Let stand, covered, 3 to 5 minutes. Fish is 
done if it flakes easily when tested with a fork.

I apologize in advance! If you 
have read this column over any 
number of years, then what I'm 
going to say today I've said be 
fore: the controversy between 
faith and works in Christianity 
is an illusion. There really is no 
controversy. Nor does anyone 
have to decide to pick one to the 
exclusion of the other 

Yes, I'm aware that Paul and 
James are often quoted against 
each other, insinuating that Paul 
speaks of salvation by faith alone, 
while James advocates salva 
tion by works. Itis true that Paul 
says, “‘For all who rely on works 
of the under 
Now it is evident that no man ts 
justified before God by the law 
for ‘He thre faith is 
righteous shall live’’’ (Galatians 
3:10-12). And 
seeming contradiction 
does it profit, 
man says he has faith but has not 
works? Can his faith save hin 
So faith by itself, if 1t has no works, 
is dead" (James 2:14-17) 


WHAT ARE “WORKS'"'? 
But, before we swallow the old 
‘““controversy”’ line, we need to 
think about what both of these 
men are saying. For one thing, 
they do not use the word ‘‘works"’ 
in quite the same way. When Paul 
speaks of ‘works of the law,"’ he 
is referring to the multitude of 
commandments that were the 
heart of the pharasaic party of

that he has something else in mind, 
giving clothing to the ‘‘ill-clad”’ 
and food to be concerned with 
keeping one’s self **pure James 
was thinking of being concerned 
with keeping others from phys 
ical misery 

Secondly, Paul and James do 
not mean the same thing when 
they use the word ‘‘faith.’’ For 
James, ‘‘faith’’ is obviously sub 
scription to right beliefs. It is 


concerned with what one says 
about their religious faith, 
not necessarily what one does 
about it. James knew that it was 
quite easy for a Christian on 


Sunday morning to proclaim ‘I 
believe in God the Father al- 
mighty,"’ and then to act as if God 
is not ‘‘almighty’’ at all, One 
can hold beliefs with the mind 
without them becoming convic 
tions of the heart. James is quite 
right, mere words about what we 
believe are empty and meaning 


less 














WHAT IS “FAITH? 

If you read Paul's let how 
ever, you res that wt he uses 
the word he peaking 
of something that gc ynsider 
ably be nd saying what it we 
believe Paul hat kind 
of faith didn ve people be 
yond pharasaism. Pat nstead, 
uses the word “‘faith dicate 
a nerson's trust in God and com 
munion with him. Trust in God 
enables us to do the acts and pro 
duce the fruits that faith is intend 
ed to produce 

So, are we saved by faith or by 


works? Actually, we are saved by 
God who responds to our trust 
in him (faith) that is evidenced 
by our works rather than our 
word

with summer or 
during the year should be aware 
of an important tax law that 
affect them. Anyone who 
can be claimed as a dependent 
on their parents’ or guardians 
tax return cannot claim their 
own personal exemption 

Under provisions of the Tax 
Reform Act of 1986, a 
dependent's exemption can only 
be claimed on their parents’ or 
guardians’ tax return. There- 
fore, the amount of federal tax 
withheld from paychecks 
should be reviewed. Without 
being able to claim their own 
$2,050 personal exemption for 
1990, the summertime or part- 
time employee may owe taxes if 
his or her earned income is 
more than $500 and they also 
received interest, dividends or 
other unearned income in addi- 
tion to wages during the year 

In previous years, those with 
summer jobs could claim their 
own personal exemption and 
check “Exempt” on their Form 
W-4, Employee's Withholding 
Allowance Certificate, but only 
if they had no tax liability the 
year before and expected none 
in the current year 

Generally, students should 
claim one allowance on their 
Form W-4 if they are not 
exempt from withholding and 
have only one job. If they wish 
to have more taxes withheld,

Bill To Support Karly Detection 


Of Breast. Cervical Cancer 


The U.S. Senate has passed a 
bill authored by Senator 
Barbara Mikulski (D,MD) that 
will support comprehensive 
new stale programs for early 
detection of breast and cervical 
cancer 

The Breast and Cervical 
Cancer Prevention Act provides 
$50 million in grants to states 
for preventive health care 


screening. The States will 
provide pap smears and 
Mammograms, and then 


referrals and follow-up after the 
screenings. The money can also 
be used to develop information 
and education programs about 
these preventive tests, and to 
train health personnel 

Women are dying needlessly 
because they do not have access 
to basic medical services,”’ 
Mikulski said. ‘This legislation 
begins to change that. It is an 
aggressive program that com- 
bines health care education, 
payment for services, and 
proper follow-up in a single 
package, and it delivers these 


services to low-income women, 


who need it most." 


Cervical cancer will strike 
over 13,000 women in 1990, most 
of them poor. Breast cancer is 
the nation’s second leading 
cause of death among women, 
one in every ten women will 
develop it in their lifetime 

“I hope this bill serves as a 
memorial to the effort of Rose 
Kushner, Jill Ireland, and Nina 
Hyde, all the women who have 
fought the good fight against 
breast cancer,” Mikulski said 
“To the end, they held within 
themslves a special kind of 
courage, that carried them 
beyond their own life-and-death 
struggle and into the fight for 
all women’s lives.”’ 

The Breast and Cervical 
Cancer Mortality Act is part of 
the larger legislative package 
Mikulski introduced earlier this 
week, the Women's Health 
Equity Act of 1990. That pack- 
age addresses a wide range of 
women's health problems in- 
cluding; breast and cervical

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Higher Farm Expenses Will Not 


Cause Higher Food Prices 


American farmers face 
higher energy costs and lower 
mmumodity prices due to Iraq's 
wasion of Kuwait. However 
higher farm expenses will not 
trigger higher food prices 
according to the American 


Farm Bureau (AF BF 

The price farmers paid for 
diese! fuel jumped by as much 
as 17 cents a gallon in some 
areas of the nation last week, as 
crude oil prices topped $28 a 
barrel. According to AFBF, 
each 15-a-barre! increase in the 


price of crude oi] means an 
additional $1-billion boost in 
farm operating costs. This 


$1-billion projection covers fuel 
costs for the cultivation and 
harvesting tasks such as truck- 
ing, irrigation and crop drying, 
according to AFBF Research 
Economist Terry Francl 


He said farmers typically 
spend about $4.5 billion to $5 bil 
lion each year on fuels and oils 
Because of that, each $5-a-bar 
rel rise will increase farmers’ 
energy expenses by 20 percent 
This projected increase does 
not include cost increases for 
oil-based farm inputs such as 
agricultural chemicals and 
fertilizers 

On the whole, energy, ferti- 
lizers, and pesticides account 
for nearly 15 percent of all farm 
production expenses. Because 
of agriculture’s reliance on 
petroleum products, AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner has 
conveyed fuel price concerns to 
the petroleum industry 

In a letter Monday to the 
American Petroleum Institute, 
Kleckner cautioned that un- 
reasonable increases could en-

“We learned from the 
experience of the 1970's that 
government management of 
energy supplies and prices is 
synonymous with higher prices, 
energy shortages and supply 
interruptions,’’ Kleckner 
stated. “Farm Bureau urges 
you to discourage the use of 
recent events in the Persian 
Gulf to raise petroleum prices 
beyond what the market dic- 
tates.” 

Since the initial crude oil 
price jump of nearly $10 a bar- 
rel, prices have settled into a 
range of only $5-$6 per barrel 
higher. Prices have stabilized, 
partly due to an announcement 
that Saudi Arabia and other 
OPEC nations will increase oil 
production. However, any 
threat to Saudi oil fields could 
send prices upward once again 

An economic recession 
caused by higher energy prices 
could spell more bad news for 
farmers. A recession could send 
bearish waves through com- 
modity markets. A recession 
also would hit livestock 
producers. Consumer demand 
for beef and pork are tied to 
consumer income, which 
usually falls with employment 
figures during recessions 

Until the loss of oil from Iraq 
and Kuwait is offset by in- 
creased output elsewhere 
energy prices will likely remain 
high and American farmers will 
sustain higher operating costs 
It is unlikely the farmer's share 
of food-cost increases will be 
passed on to consumers 

Since the farmer receives 
only 24 cents of the average U.S 
food dollar, consumers could 
expect to pay for increases in 
other energy related ex; . 
added between the farm and fe 
grocer’s shelf. This includes 
higher costs forrefrigeratiqn. 
manufacturing, transportation 
and even lighting the super- 
markets themselves 

American consumers should 
not see much of an increase in 
food prices from the farm end,’ 
said AFBF Trade Economist 
Mickey Paggi. “If agriculture 
was the only component, con- 
sumers would see a decline in 
food prices due to the loss of the 
Iraqi market for farm 
products.” 

Nevertheless, Frank Panyko 
of the Food Institute, a food in- 
dustry organization which 
specializes in all aspects of food 
distribution, said consumers 
can expect to see an increase in 
food prices. He estimated a 20 
percent increase in petroleum 
prices, similar to what recently 
occurred, will result in about a 
one percent increase in con- 
sumer food costs 

That conservative estimate is 
based on “zero inflation’’ for 
labor, raw materials and 
packaging. Kanyko explained 
higher oil prices eventually 
could raise other costs in the 
food chain, including labor 
the largest single expense in 
food prices, accounting for 34 
percent of the consumer's food 
dollar 

Larger domestic food sup 
plies, caused by the U.S. trade 
boycott of Iraq, should offset 
some of those increased post- 
farm, food production costs 
according to AFBF’s Paggi 

United States farmers are 
losing a significant market for 
products in surplus, such as 
wheat and rice,” he explained 

In 1989, Iraq accounted for 
$726 million in U.S. farm trade 
Major U.S. farm experts in- 
cluded: wheat, $170 million; 
rice, $133 million; feedgrains,

$71 million; feeds and fodder,

The United States is now pin- 
ning hopes on the trade 
embargo. If food is the main 
bargaining chip, the embargo 
may take longer than originally 
expected. Instead of a 3-6 month 
supply of grain as was widely 
believed, grain industry experts 
now estimate the Iraqis have an 
eight month supply of wheat 
and coarse grain, and a 10 
month rice supply

The Price of Oil is Important 

Sharp increases in energy costs in 1974 and gain in the early 
‘80's helped push the economy into a recession. It could happen 
again. At the very least, the current oi] crisis will push up 
inflation to sorne extent. One rough rule of thumb is that each $5 
increase in the price of crude oil ultimately results in a 1% 
increase in the Consumer Price Index. 

The outlook for costs of farm inputs has changed for the 
worse. Anolther rule of thumb: for every $5 increase in oil coats, 
farmers pay $900 million more for fuel, fertilizer and pesticides. 

That averages about $450 per U.S. farm. eae of jan mole much 
more, Add transportation and manuf ind the 
consuming public ultimately picks up a t ir tab to cover 
the $5 increase in oil prices, 


Fall Armyworm Alert 

Corn, sorghum and grasses are the fall armyworm’s 
preferred food, but it will attack alfalfa, all beans, turnips, 
spinach, tomatoes, peppers, cabbage and all grains. Each female 
moth lays about 1,000 eggs. The egg masses are almost always 
laid on the underside of leaves. 

The Fall Armyworm is a tropical insect that winters in 
Florida and southern portions of the Gulf states. Small 
populations usually remain active in that area of the country from 
February through April, going through their life cycles producing 
generation after generation. Migrants fly up through the southern 
states and infest other host crops, thereby beginning a new infes- 
tation and life cycle. It is interesting to note that the female 
armyworm, once she is mated, generally prefers to fly several 
hundred miles before she initiates egg laying. In flight, she may 
encounter northerly winds enabling her to cover longer distances. 
This is the reason the insect is a problem even in Canada. For 
information on control of this insect, call my office.

Family Corner

Old lace is back. It's a 
classic. It’s avant garde. It can 
complete almost any look you 
want. Fifty years ago lace was 
popular too, but some of the 
ways it was used may never be 
in vogue again. For example, at 
that time almost every chair 
had antimacassars draped over 
its back and arms. The lace that 
made up these antimacassars 
can now be used for other pur- 
poses. They can be transformed 
into lovely window valances, for 
example — just attach the lace 
arm pieces to either side of the 
center part that covered the

It should be noted that 
antique la require very 
special handling. The condition 
and fragility of the fabric may 
depend not only on age, but also 
on how the lace was stored and 
used. Therefore, the cleaning of 
the lace calls for extra consider- 
ation and the proper procedure 
Such information may be avail- 
able from textile conservation 
departments of museums or 
universities 
If the lace is sturdy and in 
good condition, laundering in a 
washer on a gentle cycle may 
be possible. Use warm water 
and detergent or soap and place 
small lace items in a mesh 
laundry bag, suggests The Soap 
and Detergent Association 
Pieces of old lace are now 
being exhibited in almost every 
way. People are framing them, 
sewing them onto sachet 
covers, attaching them to pillow 
covers and using them in 
window dressings 
One of the fun parts about 
using lace in unconventional 
ways is that, if treated with 
care, lace can be used for its 
original purpose again in the 
future. Take beautiful table 
cloths, for example. They are 
seldom used except for special 
forma! or holiday meals, so why 
not turn one into a bedcover? 
Then, just before that big 
dinner party, the cloth can be 
washed and put on the table 
Another suggestion is to use 
the lace tablecloth as a window 
curtain. To keep the tablecloth 
intact, just fold one end over 
several inches from the top and 
baste loosely below the fold to 
create a casing. Feed the cur- 
tain rod through the pocket 
created; the material that 
hangs down will serve as a 
valance. When it's time for a 
new window treatment, care- 
fully remove the stitches and 
the lace curtain becomes a 
tablecloth once again 
Old lace need not be in perfect 
shape to be recycled. A table 
cloth with holes or stains can be 
made into an attractive window 
treatment if used as a swag 
over a window. Long dresser 
runners with stains in the 
center can be used as cafe 
curtains. Simply cut around the 
stain, following a motif, then 
make a casing for the curtain 
rod. Use miscellaneous lace 
pieces to form a decorative col- 
lage by sewing them onto a 
large piece of linen or other top- 
quality fabric. The result can be 
a unique bedcovering or a wall 
hanging 
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Landscaping With Shrubs 
by Bonnie Fedde 

A bewildering variety of shrubs awaits the buyer who is eager 
to have a picture-perfect yard. It is soon apparent that shrubs 
require a sizeable investment in money. A shrub which dies, (or 
worse, lives on as an overgrown eyesore) is a costly mistake. A 
shrub’s permanence should be its virtue; the right specimen in 
the right location will bring lasting beauty. With a knowledge of 
shrub characteristics and an analysis of soil and other 
environmental! conditions affecting growth and performance, the 
gardener can create a beautiful, nearly maintenance-free 
landscape which complements both home and grounds 

A shrub is defined as a woody perennial with branches just 
above ground level. It may be either evergreen or deciduous 
Within each classification there are many variations of height, 
spread and form in addition to variations of color and texture of 
leaf and bark. The shape of evergreens as well as the flowering 
habit determine their use in landscape planning. It is the mixing 
and grouping of these variations that permit the gardener to paint 
a pleasing landscape picture. A master plan or graph paper is 
invaluable in developing a landscape design 

Because evergreens retain their leaves throughout winter, 
they add color to an otherwise bleak scene. While pines and yews 
are commonly known evergreens, pampas grass with its long, 
narrow grass-like leaves and huge plumes in autumn, as well as 
vinea, a dense flowering ground cover, are in this classification 
Suggested for Garrett County are: low and trailing — blue rug 


juniper, medium spreading — spreading yew, round compact 
mugho pine, horizontal spreading — Pfitzer juniper, and upright 

- arbovitas. Rhododendron deserve special note since Garrett 
County is blessed by their color each spring. They range in height 
from two to twenty feet and come in an astonishing variety of 
bloom color. Their specific requirements include acidic fertile 
soil, good drainage, partial shade, protection from winds and 
extra water during dry periods. A spot near pine trees often 
provides for these needs. 

Among deciduous shrubs, which lose their leaves in winter, 
suggested for Garrett County are: rounded — euonymous alatas, 
erect — lilac and dogwood ( Anthracnose, a usually fatal affliction 
is found in our county prompting some nurserymen to substitute 
the Bradford pear for dogwood), arching — weeping forsythia, 
and spreading — cotoneaster 

Every shrub has unique requirements that must be met in 
order for them to thrive. Each species requires a certain pH level 
This level or acidity or alkalinity in the soil can be tested by the 
county extension office or with home kits available at yard and 
garden stores. Soil texture is another variable, and can range 
from friable to clay-like. Other particular environmental 
factors affecting a shrub include the amount of sun and moisture 
required, its susceptibility to cold and drying winds and its 
hardiness. Garrett County is described as zone 5; plants here 
must be able to withstand -20° to 10°. Winds may prevent 
unstaked plants from establishing roots, and north and east winds 
can dry evergreens 

Resources available to gardeners needing information about 
shrubs and growing conditions include local nurseries, illustrated 
and informative books at libraries and bookstores, and nursery 
catalogs. Excellent pamphlets can be found at the county 
extension office

Donating Time, Talents To Habitat 


It was a warm week in July 
when 54 persons came from 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, and 
eastern Maryland to Garrett 
County to participate in Habitat 
for Humanity’s work camp and 
rehabilitate homes for elderly 
and needy families in the area. 
By the end of the week, a 
number of construction and 
repair jobs had been completed, 
according to Don Little, chair- 
man of the Building Committee. 

The largest group in the work 
camp came from the First 
Baptist Church in Waynesboro, 
Va. This group of 11 adults and 
13 teenagers worked at two dif- 
ferent locations installing a 
ceiling, building a porch and a 
side porch, installing a new 
roof, closet and doors, painting 
the inside of a house, and re- 
building a basement wall. 
Fifteen adults from the West- 
minster Church in Erie, Pa., 
worked to install a new floor 
and carpet in an Accident 
trailer. 

Two Maryland churches also 
sent groups to the work camp. A 
group of two adults and four 
teenagers from the Hughes 
United Methodist Church of 
Wheaton repaired the side of a 
house and built a wheel chair 
ramp at the Swanton Senior 
Center. Another Maryland 


group of five adults and four 
teenagers from the United 
Methodist Church in Damascus 
built a deck, replaced windows 
and door, installed a shower, 
and built a wheel chair ramp for 
two local residences. 

Even though they worked 
hard every day, the campers 
said they found their week in 
Garrett County to be “very 
rewarding.’ Barbara 
Ronksley, of the Erie group, 
said, “This was my first work 
camp, and it has been a tremen- 
dous experience. The 
hospitality of the people here 
has been terrific.”’ 

Nancy Watters, of the same 
group, stated, ‘This was the 
toughest work of my life, but we 
have all grown to love the lady 
we worked for. This is a beauti- 
ful area, and it is interesting 
that renovations are so badly 
needed.” 

A veteran camper, Lester 
Meyers of Wheaton, has been 
coming to work camps for about 
seven years and still finds the 
experience to be very fulfilling.

This year he will be back to

Absentee Ballot 
Deadline Noted 


Maryland voters have until 
Tuesday, September 4, to apply 
for a non-emergency absentee 
ballot for the September 1, 
1990, Primary Election, 
according to the Maryland 
State Administration Board of 
Election Laws. 

An emergency absentee 
ballot may be obtained after the 
deadline if one finds out that one 
must be absent from the county 
or Baltimore City where one is 
registered; or one has a sudden 
illness or accident; or one has a 
death or serious illness in the 
immediate family 

Registered voters qualify for 
absentee voting if they will be 
out of their county or Baltimore 
City on election day; are dis- 
abled; are 65 years of age or 
older and their polling place is 
inaccessible; are full time 
college students residing on 
campus; or are confined to an 
institution. 

Qualified persons may phone, 
write or go to their local 
election board to request an 
application or, they may go, in 
person, and cast their ballot 
before election day. Persons 
called for military duty are 
especially encouraged to vote 
by absentee. 

Although the application 
must be made in writing and 
bear the voter's signature, 
there is no requirement of a 
notarized oath or physician's 
certification.

Luneh Prices For 
Public Schools To

The prices for student break- 
fasts and lunches in the 1990-91 
school year will remain the 
same as last school year, ac- 
cording to Richard Bucking- 
ham, Assistant in the Food 
Service Department of Garrett 
County Public Schools. 

The prices are: elementary 
school lunch, 8 cents; middle 
school lunch, 9% cents; high 
school lunch, $1.00.

A la carte milk will be 30 
cents for white milk and 35 
cents for chocolate milk. A la 
carte lists for middle and high 
schools will be posted in several 
conspicuous locations through- 
out each school for the student's 
information.

Absentee Ballot 
Deadline Noted 


Maryland voters have until 
Tuesday, September 4, to apply 
for a non-emergency absentee 
ballot for the September 11, 
1990, Primary Election, 
according to the Maryland 
State Administration Board of 
Election Laws. 

An emergency absentee 
ballot may be obtained after the 
deadline if one finds out that one 
must be absent from the county 
or Baltimore City where one is 
registered; or one has a sudden 
illness or accident; or one has a 
death or serious illness in the 
immediate family 

Registered voters qualify for 
absentee voting if they will be 
out of their county or Baltimore 
City on election day; are dis- 
abled; are 65 years of age or 
older and their polling place is 
inaccessible; are full time 
college students residing on 
campus; or are confined to an 
institution. 

Qualified persons may phone, 
write or go to their local 
election board to request an 
application or, they may go, in 
person, and cast their ballot 
before election day. Persons 
called for military duty are 
especially encouraged to vote 
by absentee. 

Although the application 
must be made in writing and 
bear the voter's signature, 
there is no requirement of a 
notarized oath or physician's 
certification.

Absentee Ballot 
Deadline Noted 


Maryland voters have until 
Tuesday, September 4, to apply 
for a non-emergency absentee 
ballot for the September 11, 
1990, Primary Election, 
according to the Maryland 
State Administration Board of 
Election Laws. 

An emergency absentee 
ballot may be obtained after the 
deadline if one finds out that one 
must be absent from the county 
or Baltimore City where one is 
registered; or one has a sudden 
illness or accident; or one has a 
death or serious illness in the 
immediate family 

Registered voters qualify for 
absentee voting if they will be 
out of their county or Baltimore 
City on election day; are dis- 
abled; are 65 years of age or 
older and their polling place is 
inaccessible; are full time 
college students residing on 
campus; or are confined to an 
institution. 

Qualified persons may phone, 
write or go to their local 
election board to request an 
application or, they may go, in 
person, and cast their ballot 
before election day. Persons 
called for military duty are 
especially encouraged to vote 
by absentee. 

Although the application 
must be made in writing and 
bear the voter’s signature, 
there is no requirement of a 
notarized oath or physician's 
certification.

Terry La Rocco, from the 
American Council on Education 
in Washington, D.C., has chosen 
to spend her sabbatical 
semester at Garrett Com- 
munity College where she will 
be teaching three German 
courses this fall, in addition to 
performing some administra- 
tive duties. 

Ms. La Rocco, whose fluency 
in the German language is often 
mistaken for that of a native 
speaking German, has spent 
several years studying, doing 
research, and traveling in 
Germany. She has taught a 
variety of German courses, 
including ‘‘German Diction for 
Singers” at the University of 
Wisconsin, the University of 
Central Florida, and Yale's 
Summer Language Institute 

German 101, a three-credit 
course, will be offered during 
the noon hour, Tuesday-Wed- 
nesday-Thursday, from 
11:45-12:45, making ‘it con- 
venient for lunch-hour learning 
In this course, Ms. La Rocco 
will emphasize the verbal 
approach, in addition to the 
basic skills of listening 
reading, and writing the 
German Language. This course 
will begin Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 5, and students may 
register at the Registrar's 
Office of the college until 6:30 
p.m. Tuesday through Thurs- 
day next week. 

Ms. La Rocco will also teach a 
non-credit course in Conversa- 
tional German on Tuesday 
evenings, beginning September 
2%, from 7 to 8:15 p.m. This 
course will deal with everyday 
uses of the language, such as 
polite phrases, songs, small 
talk, daily situations of eating, 
drinking, traveling, and 
shopping. Vocabulary will 
relate to menus, maps, train 
schedules, and other situations 
that might help travelers 
Students may register for this 
course at the Continuing Educa 
tion Office of the college

The Kitzmiller Softball Club 
won its third consecutive Mt. 
Top Softball League champion- 
ship this past Sunday when they 
swept A & A Realty in the 
championship series, 18-8 and 
10-2.

Oil and flour an 8-inch round or square baking 
pan, or muffin tins. Cream the oil and sugar together 
and mix in the applesauce and baking soda. Add flour 
and cinnamon, blending thoroughly.

Combine the sugar, cinnamon, cream of tartar 
and boiling water. Continue to boil until a candy 
thermometer registers 246°F. Add the nuts and cool, 
stirring until the syrup sugars on the nuts. Turn out 
onto a flat surface. Separate the nuts and cool until 
dry. Store in a tightly covered container. Yield: About 
142 cups. 
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CRUNCHY CEREAL II 
6 cups rolled oats (not quick-cooking) 
1 cup wheat germ (untoasted) 
1 cup sesame seeds (optional) 
1 cup sliced almonds 
% cup honey 
‘2 cup oil 

Combine rolled oats, wheat germ, sesame seeds 
and almonds; spread evenly, to a depth of % to linch, 
in the bottom of a large baking pan (a jelly roll pan is 
good). Mix the honey and oil. (Heat gently if 
necessary to dissolve honey). Pour the syrup over the 
dry mixture. Combine thoroughly and place in oven at 
225 °F. for approximately 2 hours, lifting the mixture 
with a spatula about every 20 minutes. Serve alone, or 
with fresh fruit and skim milk. Cereal keeps well in 
the refrigerator. Yield: 16 servings. 


CRUNCHY CREREAL I 

% cups regular rolled oats (not quick-cooking) 
¥% cup coarsely chopped peanuts 
'% cup sesame seeds 
% cup sunflower seeds 
42 cup nonfat dry milk 
% cup wheat germ 
% cup brown sugar, packed 
Y% cup oil 
2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

In a large bowl, mix together the oats, nuts, 
seeds, milk and wheat germ. Combine brown sugar, 
cinnamon and oil, stirring until smooth. Mix with dry 
ingredients and spread mixture on a cookie sheet. 
Bake at 300°F. for 1 hour, stirring every 10 minutes. 
Remove from oven, sprinkle with vanilla and allow to 
cool. Mixture keeps well if stored in an airtight 
container.

‘2 cup sugar 
% cup cornstarch 
142 teaspoons cinnamon 
% teaspoon allspice 
¥% teaspoon ginger 
l4 teaspoon nutmeg 
1 egg white 
2 tablespoons water 
2 cups nuts 

Sift dry ingredients together into a small bowl. 
Combine egg white and water and beat slightly. Dip 
the nutmeats first in the egg white mixture. Roll them 
about in the dry ingredients lightly, keeping them 
separated. Place on an oiled cookie sheet and bake at 
250 °F’. about 142 hours. Cool on the cookie sheet. Store 


in a tightly covered container. Yield: About 2 cups. 
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OATMEAL-CARROT COOKIES 

42 cup brown sugar 
4% cup margarine, melted 
1 egg 
¥% teaspoon vanilla 
% cup carrots, shredded 
1 cup whole wheat flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
42 cup oatmeal 
Y%, cup wheat germ 
% cup raisins 

In a small bowl, cream together sugar, 
margarine, egg and vanilla until light and fluffy. Add 
carrots and mix well. In another bowl, thoroughly stir 
together flour, baking powder, oatmeal and wheat 
germ. Stir the dry ingredients into the creamed 
mixture, fold in the raisins. Pour mixture into a 
vegetable-oil sprayed 9x9x2-inch pan. Bake at 350°F. 
for 30 minutes. Let cool. Cut into bars or squares. 
Yield: 24 bars. 


GINGER COOKIES 

% cup margarine 

1 cup sugar 

1 egg, slightly beaten (or 2 egg whites or egg 

substitute equivalent to 1 egg) 

% cup molasses 

2 cups flour 

2 teaspoons baking soda 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon ginger 

1 teaspoon sugar 

Cream the margarine and cup of sugar. Beat in 

the eggs and molasses. Sift the flour with soda and 
spices, and mix with the wet ingredients. Chill the 
dough. Shape into balls about 1 inch in diameter, roll 
in sugar and place 3 inches apart on an oiled baking 
— Bake at 350°F. 15 minutes. Yield: 24 2-inch 
cookies. 


RAISIN-OATMEAL COOKIES 

1 cup flour, sifted 
te teaspoon baking soda 
12 cups quick cooking oats 
2 egg whites, slightly beaten 
% teaspoon cinnamon 
1 cup brown sugar 
% cup oil 
% cup skim milk 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 cup seedless raisins 

Sift together flour, baking soda and cinnamon. 
Stir in oats. Combine egg whites, brown sugar, oil, 
milk, vanilla, and raisins and add to flour mixture. 
Mix well. Drop batter a teaspoon at a time onto an 
oiled cookie sheet. Bake at 375 °F. for 12 to 15 minutes, 
depending on mixture desired.

Silent Partner 
To Be Employed 
By State Police 


Maryland State Police will 
soon be using a mobile audio 
video recording system as part 
of an experimental program de- 
signed to enhance patrol per- 
formance and trooper safety 
during traffic stops. The system 
features a small video camera 
which in mounted on the wind- 
shield of the patrol car and a 
four-inch monitor that displays 
time, date, and tape counter on 
the screen. The video system 
also records audio using a wire- 
less microphone that is worn by 
the trooper. The system is 
called Silent Partner and is 
manufactured by Mobile Vision 
Incorporated of New Jersey 

This experiment will 
provide an opportunity to 
evaluate tt antages of 
automatic video equipment in 
the patrol car,’’ stated Colonel 
Elmer H. Tippett, Superinten 
dent, Maryland State Police 
‘We are particularly interested 
in the use of this equipment to 
enhance the safety of 
troopers.’

Speeding Tickets 


The Maryland State Police 
‘Clickit and Ticket” speed 

enforcement patrols have 
issued more than 13,500 tickets 
for speed approaching 80 miles 
per hour or higher. The tickets 
are among the 85,473 speeding 
citations issued to motorists 
statewide for violating Mary- 
land's 55 mile per hour speed 
limit. 

“Since the beginning of 
Clickit and Ticket in March, 
enforcement of the 55 mile per 
hour limit has been aggressive 
and strict,"’ stated Lieutenant 
Colonel Roland H. Hayman, 
chief, Field Operations Bureau 
“In addition to the citations, 
troopers issued 32,251 warnings 
Our goal is to enhance the high- 
way safety for all motorists on 
our highways.”’ 

Maryland State Police issued 
66,641 speeding citations for 
speeds between 66 and 75 miles 
per hour. There were 4,733 
citations issued for speeds up to 
65 miles per hour. The citation 
totals are contained in a report 
on the Clickit and Ticket 
program prepared by members 
of the Traffic Operations 
Section of the Field Operations 
Bureau. 

The intensified speed enforce- 
ment effort is intended to 
reduce the number of speed 
related deaths, injuries, and 
accidents occurring on Mary- 
land highways. According to 
data compiled by the Maryland 
State Police Records Division, 
approximately one-third of all 
highway deaths in Maryland 
last year were speed related 


Cost Of Speeding 
Ticket Increasing 


The cost of a speeding ticket 
in Maryland has nearly doubled 
for motorists cited at speeds be- 
tween 20 and 29 miles per hour 
above the posted speed limit, 
according to the Maryland 
State Police. The $50 fine has in- 
creased to $105 as part of a two 
point penalty. Motorists cited 
for speeds of 30 to 39 miles per 
hour above the speed limit face 
a fine of $255 and a five point 
penalty. The penalty for speeds 
of 40 miles per hour or more 
above the limit total $505 and 
five points. 

Maryland State Police will 
deploy members of the Special 
Traffic Enforcement Unit to 
enforce all speed limits during 
the long Labor Day holiday 
weekend. State Police will be 
equipped with radar and 
VASCAR, a computerized speed 
device used in a speed enforce- 
ment initiative entitled ‘‘Clickit 
and Ticket," an intensified 
focus on the state’s 55 mile per 
hour highways 

“These holiday enforcement 
patrols will strictly enforce our 
speed laws in a concerted state- 
wide effort to reduce the 
number of speed related deaths, 
injuries and accidents 
occurring on Maryland high- 
ways,” stated colonel Elmer H 
Tippett, Superintendent, Mary- 
land State Police. The Central 
Records Divisions estimates 
one-third of all highway deaths 
in Maryland last year, were 
speed related. Last year, five 
people died in motor vehicle col- 
lisions on Maryland highways 
during the long Labor Day 
holiday weekend

U. S. Cattle 
Numbers Unchanged 


All cattle and calves in the 
United States as of July 1, 1990, 
totaled 108.9 million head, virtu- 
ally unchanged from the July 1 
level of both a year ago and two 
years ago. This is the second 
consecutive year the inventory 
level has shown a small in- 
crease in number. All cows and 
heifers that have calved, at 44.4 
million, were up fractionally 
from 44.3 million on both July 
1, 1989, and two years ago. The 
1990 calf crop is expected to be 
40.0 million, down fractionally 
from 1989 and one percent 
below 1989. 


Farm Expenditures 
Up Nearly 5 Percent 


U.S. farm production 
expenditures totaled $124.1 bil- 
lion in 1989, up 4.9 percent from 
$118.4 billion in 1988. Expendi- 
tures were higher for all major 
categories except farm and 
land improvements which de- 
creased 6.3 percent and fuel 
which declined slightly. Farm 
services including rent, the 
largest 1989 expenditure by 
farmers at $26.7 billion, 
accounted for 22 percent of the 
Nation's production expenses 
This level was 0.7 pervent above 
1988. Feed expenses totaled 
$18.2 billion and accounted for 
15 percent of the US. total 
Average expenditures per farm 
were $57,478, an increase of 
$2,522 from last year

Davidson then called Bennett and told 
him, ‘If you can keep him together you're 
going to have one hell of a horse. Take as 
long as you have to. If you can get him sound 
we'll have a lot of fun with him.” 

Bennett used his laser machine and bio 
stimulator that he had “‘paid a lot of money 
for;’ and gave the horse plenty of time. ‘He 
was in very poor condition)’ Bennett re 
called. ‘‘We had to get that arthritic problem 
out of his joints, and build up his confidence 
We still have to loosen him up quite a bit be 
fore a race. Believe me, most horses with his 
problems just won't run. He’s a fighter; he 
won't give up. No matter what, he keeps 
coming back.”’ 

Another person responsible for Beau Ge 
nius’s remarkable comeback is his groom 
and exercise rider Patrick White. As White 
took care of the horse after the race, Ben 
nett pointed out that he had not been to 
sleep for some 38 hours, having stayed up 
with Beau Genius the night before. Perhaps 
White summed up the horse best: ‘Bo 
knows baseball; Bo knows football; Beau 
knows how to win.” 

A month and a half after arriving at Ben 
nett's barn, Beau Genius won a six-furlong 

allowance race at Thistledown in 1:09. In 18 
starts for Bennett, he has won 11 races, ten 
of them stakes, and placed in four others. He 
has now won six consecutive stakes at dis 
tances of 6% furlongs to 1% miles 

Beau Genius arrived at Monmouth at 1 
a.m. the Tuesday before the race following a 
14-hour van ride. The following day he 
worked five furlongs in the mud in 1:00% 
around the dogs

would be the big favorite in the Iselin, facing 
the likes of De Roche and Tricky Creek from 
New York and locals Shy Tom and Bill E 
Shears. Then, on Thursday morning, Danc- 
ing Spree surprisingly showed up in the en- 
tries and not only was Beau Genius no 
longer the favorite, he would have to give a 
pound to last year’s Suburban Handicap 
(G1) and Breeders’ Cup Sprint (G1) winner. 
Dancing Spree, a winner of $1,320,116, is 
certainly one of the most versatile horses 
seen in quite a while. And to think before he 
ever ran Shug McGaughey nearly donated 
the horse to Auburn University because ‘‘he 
couldn’t outrun me.” He was to be used in 
teaching students about breeding Thor 
oughbreds. Then, when Dancing Spree 
worked a half in :48% one day McGaughey 
started having second thoughts. When Au 
burn refused to pay for the van bill, 
McGaughey decided to keep the horse 
Dancing Spree was the 9-to-5 Iselin favor 
ite in the field of ten, with Beau Genius at 
2.20-to-1. The only other horses getting any 
play were De Roche at 6.10-to-1 and Shy 
Tom at 6.70-to-1. Dancing Spree, as usual, 
made a magnificent appearance in the walk 
ing ring. The track was listed as sloppy, but 
was more like muddy, with the times of the 
earlier sprint races being exceptionally fast 
That didn’t seem to pose any problems as 
the field as a whole had made 31 starts on 
sloppy or muddy tracks, winning 18 and 
placing in nine others. Every horse in the 
field had at least one victory on an off track 


EAU GENIUS, as expected, went for 

the lead under jockey Ricardo Lopez, 
but was outrun going into the clubhouse 
turn by the longshot Scavenger Hunt. Dane 
ing Spree never looked comfortable early in 
the race and soon dropped far back. After an 
opening quarter in :23% and a half in :46%, 
Beau Genius went after Scavenger Hunt 
and just as he was taking over the lead, 90 
to-1 shot Silver Survivor charged up fron 
the middle of the pack to

as he regained the lead for the third time, 
here came Tricky Creek, who had stalked 
the leaders most of the way along the rail. 

Turning for home following a :24% third 
quarter, Tricky Creek, in receipt of ten 
pounds from Beau Genius, got his head in 
front and looked to be on his way to victory. 
De Roche had made a bold move around the 
turn, but the fast quarter quickly took its 
toll and he could not sustain the move. 

Beau Genius, as he does so often, battled 
back on the inside. After another quarter in 
:244%, the mile in 1:36, the two horses came 
down to the finish alternating head bobs. 
One stride before the wire, it was Tricky 
Creek by a nose, but Beau Genius gave one 
final thrust 

No one had any idea who had won, al 
though Herb McCauley on Tricky Creek 
raised his whip in triumph. Finally, Rusty 
Arnold, trainer of Tricky Creek, came down 
to the track after seeing the replay in slow 
motion and told his exercise rider Sharon 
Wood that he felt Beau Genius just got his 
head down in time. He was right 

The two horses had come home with a fi 
nal eighth in :12% to post an excellent clock 
ing of 1:48% for the 1% miles. It was a gap of 
5% lengths back to De Roche in third. Danc- 
ing Spree never threatened and finished a 
well-beaten seventh. With his winner's 
share of $150,000, Beau Genius is now a mil- 
lionaire with earnings of $1,000,600 

“I knew he'd come fighting back,’ said 
Lopez. ‘I'm 6-for-6 with him, I can’t explain 
what the chemistry is, it’s something we 
have between us.” 

Davidson, who is an orthodox Jew, was un 
able to attend due to the Sabbath. “I heard 
he just won by his Jewish nose,’’ he said later 
that night from his hotel in Miami, where he 
is vacationing with his family. “I'm really 
proud of him, he has a heart of gold.” 

Davidson, a general practitioner in To 
ronto, is a native of Dublin, Lreland, who 
came to Canada in 1974 by way of the Baha 
mas. ‘‘My family has always been orthodox 


and I try and pass that on to my six children 
‘Beau’ is actually named after my son Beau 
jon. 

In 1978, Davidson claimed Beau Genius’s 
dam, Royal Colleen, for $12,500. Her first 
foal, Lord Ashdale, by Halo, managed to 
win $133,748 racing in New York. 

Over at the stakes barn, assistant trainer 
Tony Reinstedler and groom Roger Edwards 
were getting Dancing Spree ready for his 
trip home. ‘‘He seems to have come out of 
the race fine,’ Reinstedler said. “‘He never 
got hold of the track at all. It was slippery on 
top and hard as rock underneath. He didn’t 
seem tired. He cooled out fine, wasn’t blow- 
ing hard, and drank a bucket of water, which 
is normal for him.” 

Edwards added, “His eyes were a bit swol- 
len. There was mud in there and we had to 
rinse them out with sterile solution the best 
we could and apply ointment.” 

For Tricky Creeky, who seemed to come 
out of the race none the worse for wear, this 
was the first photo he has ever lost. 

Beau Genius, once a confirmed sprinter, 
has now won the Michigan Mile and One 
Eighth Handicap (G2), the 1¥%s-mile 
Arlington Invitational Challenge Cup 
Stakes, and Iselin in succession. Bennett 
says he will get a long rest. “‘We’ll give him 
six or seven weeks off, then possibly train 
him up to the Breeders’ Cup Sprint (G1). But 
the way horses are dropping by the wayside, 
we will have to wait and see what happens. I 
feel he has a good chance to beat Criminal 
Type because of the kind of pressure he puts 
on a horse.” 

Although he was tired after the race, Beau 
Genius still looked grand, a far cry from the 
unsound, underweight horse who came to 
Bennett's barn last year. As he cooled out, 
Bennett looked at him with pride and said, 
“This horse has made all the difficult times 
worthwhile.’ @

Former claimer Snipledo won his fifth straight race in the 


Longacres Mile

LONGACRES—Question: What do you 
get when you take a rapidly improving 
former claimer and put him up against 
Southern California shippers in a graded 
stakes? Answer: The claimer wires the field 
and wins in a cakewalk 

Snipledo, claimed by Seattle, Washington 
seafood processor Robert Resoff for $60,000 
in April, did just exactly that in winning the 
$300,100 Longacres Mile Handicap (G3) on 
August 26. The five-year-old gelded son of 
the little-known Seattle Slew stallion 
Slewdledo broke fastest of all, saved ground 
smartly under jockey James R. Corral, and 
captured his fifth consecutive victory in as 
many starts, dating back to May 19, for his 
new owner 

The Longacres Mile is the premier event 
at this Renton, Washington, oval and for its

55th running Longacres management 
sweetened the pot by $50,000, making it the 
richest race on the Pacific Coast north of 
San Francisco Bay. The race’s stature has 
grown greatly in the past decade, going 
from primarily a local stakes race to one 
with graded status that has attracted the 
likes of champion sprinter Chinook Pass, 
Breeders’ Cup Classic (G1) winner Sky 
walker, and two-time Mile winner and 
$1,667,713-earner Simply Majestic 

With the race demoted to Grade 3 status 
this year, the weakest Southern California 
contingent since 1985 came north, and it left 
the door wide open for an upset by a 
Washington-based runner. The last 
Washington-based and Washington-bred 
winner of the Mile was in 1985, when Chum 
Salmon defeated a relatively weak field. 

Red-hot Snipledo carried the local banner, 
along with longtime Washington cam 


paigner Captain Condo, on the basis of a 
1¥e-length victory over the track’s best 
sprinters in the August 5 Governor’s Handi 
cap at 6% furlongs. On the basis of that per 
formance and three previous victories 
Snipledo was sent off at 6.90-to-1 in the bet 
ting, behind 3-to-2 favorite Annual Date 
third in the July 14 Bel Air Handicap (G2) at 
Hollywood Park; $811,865-earner Variety 
Road, 4.30-to-1; and Captain Condo, 6.80 
to-1 

Trained by veteran conditioner Marion L 
Smith, Snipledo played catch-me-if-you-can 
with his nine competitors, setting fractions 
of :22, :45%, and 1:10% for the opening six 
furlongs. Entering the turn, the dark bay 
gelding turned back a feeble challenge from 
33-to-1 outsider Adventuresome Love and 
drew off in the stretch for a four-length tally. 
In winning the event in 1:35% under sym 
bolic gesturing from Corral, Snipledo sent a
